Education Law 


§ 66, 3 Prohibitions. No diploma or de- 
gree shall be conferred in this State except 
 by.a regularly organized institution of learn- 
ing, meeting all requirements of law and of 
the University. 


Regents Rules 


§ 21 Application. An _ educational 
institution desiring admission to or in- 
corporation or registration by the Uni- 
versity must file a written application 
giving the information requested in the 
form prescribed by the President of the 
University. Such application must be on 
file in the University at least ten days before 
the meeting of the Regents at which action 
thereon is to be taken. 

§ 24 College defined. An _ institu- 
tion to be ranked as a college must have 
at least six professors giving their entire 
time to college or university work, a 
course of four full years of college grade 
in liberal arts and sciences, and should

require for admission not less than the 
usual four years of academic or high school 
preparation, or its equivalent, in addition 
to the preacademic or grammar school 
studies. 

§ 40 Diplomas. No diploma shall be 
conferred which does not represent four 
years or their equivalent of work of a grade 
above the elementary or grammar school. 

§ 44 Professional and technical schools. 
No professional or technical school in this 
State shall confer any honorary degree, nor | 
shall it confer any degree on examination ex- 
cept for completing its course of study in 
subjects for which the school is registered 
by the University as having equipment, 
faculty and course of instruction not below 
its established minimum. 

§ 45 Preliminary education required. No 
degree shall be conferred for completion of a 
course of study or on examination, unless 
the candidate has a preliminary general 
education of at least a four-year high school 
course or its equivalent, as determined by 
the University rules. Satisfactory evi- 
dence of such preliminary education must 
be offered before beginning the course of 
study for the degree and any deficiencies 
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(which must not exceed three academic 
subjects) must be made up within one 
year. 

§ 400 Definitions. a Colleges. An insti- 
tution that though taking the name, in 
reality does work of a lower grade, may not 
be recognized as a college or university. 
Colleges of theology, law, education, medi- 
cine, dentistry, pharmacy, veterinary medi- 
cine, business and all similar professional 
and technical schools shall not be registered 
as colleges. 

b Accrediting. Institutions unable to 
meet the standards required by the Regents 
for registration in full shall be accredited by 
the Department for one or more years as 
they meet the requirements for admission 
and for graduation set by the Regents 
standards. 

¢ Hours. An hour is the measure of the 
work prepared for a weekly recitation, lecture 
or quiz in a higher institution. Two hours 
of practice or demonstration in a labora- 
tory are considered equivalent-to a recita- 
tion hour. A minimum year is 15 recita- 
tion hours for 40 weeks (600 hours) or the 
equivalent. One hundred and fifty hours 
are the equivalent of 5 counts.

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§ 403 College allowance for the study 
of law. A college or university may 
be registered as meeting the order of the 
Court of Appeals for the admission of 
attorneys and counselors at law when it 
gives a course of college instruction that 
requires as a condition of graduation at 
least six full years in liberal arts and 
sciences in addition to a completed eight- 
year elementary course. 

§ 404 General credentials. Credentials 
from colleges, universities, professional, — 
technical and other schools maintaining 
lower requirements than those enumer- 
ated in section 401, and not coming under 
the meaning of.... section 403 may be rated 
in proportion to the work actually done, 
as compared with the definition of a col- 
lege in section 24. - 

§ 405 Recognition accorded accredited 
professional schools. Professional schools 
registered by the Regents shall give the work 
of accredited institutions no higher recog- 
nition than that accorded such institutions in 
the University’s accredited list, namely: 
(1) the successful completion of a four-year 
course in a professional school accredited by 
the University for three years shall be ac- 
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corded three years’ recognition only; (2) the 
successful completion of a three-year course 
in a professional school accredited by the 
University for two years shall be accorded 
two years’ recognition only: (3) the success- 
ful completion of a two-year course in a pro- 
fessional school accredited by the Univer- 
sity for one year shall be accorded one 
year’s recognition only. 

A registered school may refuse to accord 
an accredited institution the recognition 
given it by the Department but it may not 
give it any higher recognition. 


Schools of law 


§ 407 Requirements. On formal applica- 
cation a school of law may be registered as 
maintaining the law school standards re- 
quired by the rules of the Court of Appeals 
and the Regents of The University of the 
State of New York in relation to the admis- 
sion of attorneys and counselors at law. 

(1) It must be an incorporated law school 
or a lawschool connected with an incorporated 
college or university having a law depart- 
ment organized with competent instructors 
and professors, in which instruction, as here- 
inafter provided, is regularly given; (2) it 
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must have suitable equipment and resources; 
(3) competent instructors; (4) classroom and 
library facilities; (5) it must require that be- 
fore beginning the course for the degree all 
matriculates afford evidence of a general pre- 
liminary education equivalent to at least a 
four-year high school course after eight years 
of elementary preparation; (6) it must re- 
quire good and regular attendance and the 
successful completion of a prescribed course 
of three years of instruction; (7) it must 
maintain a school year consisting of not less | 
than 32 school weeks, exclusive of vacations, — 
in which not less than 10 hours of attendance 
upon law lectures or recitations of such pre- 
scribed course shall be given or conducted 
by regular members of the faculty in each 
week; (8) it must require residence during at 
least the iast year of the course before it con- 
fers the degree of LL.B.; (9) it must require 
that the graduate be of good moral charac- 
ter and at least 21 years of age. 

Law schools that can not be registered as 
affording three full years of instruction as 
above provided may be accredited by the 
University for one or two years. 
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Rules of the Court of Appeals for the admis- 
sion of attorneys and counselors at law 


I General regulation as to admission. No 
person shall be admitted to practise as an 
attorney or counselor in any court of record 
of the State except upon an order of the Appel- 
late Division of the Supreme Court admitting 
him to the bar and licensing him to practise 
upon compliance with these rules. 

II Admission without examination. The 
‘following classes of persons may in the dis- 
_ cretion of the Appellate Division be admitted 
and licensed without examination: 

1 Any person admitted to practise and 
who has practised five years as a member of 
the bar in the highest law court in any other 
state or territory of the American Union or 
in the District of Columbia. 

2 Any person admitted to practise and 
who has practised five years in another 
country whose jurisprudence is based on the 
principles of the English common law. 

3 Any American citizen domiciled in a 
foreign country whose jurisprudence is based 
on the principles of the English common law 
holding a diploma or degree which would 
entitle him to practise law in the courts of 
such foreign country if a citizen thereof. 
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Any person admitted under this rule must 
possess the other qualifications required by 
these rules and must produce a letter of recom- 
mendation from one of the judges of the 
highest law court of such other state or 
country, or furnish other satisfactory evidence 
of character and qualifications. 

An attorney and, counselor from another 
state or foreign jurisdiction may in the dis- 
cretion of any court of record be admitted 
bro hac vice to participate in the trial or argu- 
ment of any cause in which he may be em- | 
ployed. 

III Admission on examination. Three 
classes of persons may be admitted to the 
bar upon examination: 

1 Persons who are not graduates of a 
college or university; 

2 Persons who are graduates of a college 
or university; and 

3 Persons who have been admitted as 
attorneys and have practised three years in 
another state or country. 

In each class the applicant must prove by 
his own affidavit to the satisfaction of the 
State Board of Law Examiners that he is a 
citizen of the United States, 21 years of age, 
stating his age, and an actual and not a con- — 
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structive resident of the State for not less than 
six months immediately preceding and that 
he has not been examined for admission to 
practise and been refused admission within 
four months, and that he has studied law in 
the manner and according to the conditions 
"in these rules prescribed. 


Applicants in the first class (that is, persons 
who are not graduates of a college or univer- 
sity) must have studied law for a period of 
four years. Such an applicant may pursue 
his course of law study wholly by serving a 
clerkship in the office of a practising attorney; 
or partly by serving such clerkship and partly 
by attending a law school; but every such 
applicant must serve such clerkship for a 
period of at least one year continuously either 
before examination by the State Board of Law 
Examiners or after such examination and 
prior to admission to the bar. 


Applicants in the second class (that is, per- 
sons who are graduates of a college or univer- 
sity) must have studied law fora period of 
three years. Such an applicant may pursue 
his course of law study wholly by serving a 
clerkship in the office of a practising attorney; 
or wholly by attending a law school; or partly 
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by serving such clerkship and partly by 
attending a law school. 

Applicants in the third class (that is, per- 
sons who have been admitted as attorneys 
and have practised three years in another 
state or country) must have studied law for 
a period of one year within this State and 
pursue such course of study either by serving 
a clerkship or by attendance upon a law school 
as the applicant may elect. — 

Candidates for admission to the bar under 
this rule (that is, upon examination) may be 
admitted and licensed upon producing and 
filing with the court the certificate of the State 
Board of Law Examiners that the applicant 
has satisfactorily passed the examination 
prescribed by these rules and has complied 
with their provisions, and upon producing 
and filing with the court, in the case of appli- 
cants in the first class (that is, persons who 
are not graduates of a college or university), 
evidence that he has served a regular clerk- 
ship of one year in this State with an attorney 
or attorneys in regular practice, either before 
or after having passed such examination. 
The applicant must also produce and file 
evidence that he is a person of good moral 
character which must be shown by the 
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affidavits of two reputable persons of the 
‘town or city in which he resides, one of whom 
must be a practising attorney of the Supreme 
Court. Such affidavits must state that the 
applicant is, to the knowledge of the affiant, 
a person of good moral character, and must 
set forth in detail the facts upon which such 
knowledge is based; but such affidavits shall 
not be conclusive and the court may make 
further examination and inquiry. 

If the applicant be a graduate of a college, 
or university, he must have pursued the 
‘prescribed course of law study after his 
‘graduation; provided, however, if such grad- 
uate of a college or university has pursued 
the first year of his law study in an approved 
law school, and said year of study was pre- 
requisite for his graduation from such college 
or university, then such year of law school 
study, if successfully completed, shall be 
deemed to be and shall be accepted as a 
part of said prescribed course of law study; 
and if the applicant be a person admitted 
to the bar of another state or country, he 
must have pursued his prescribed period of 
law study after having remained as a prac- 
tising attorney in such other state or country 
for the period of three years. 
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IV Preliminary studies. All candidates 
for admission to the bar upon examination, 
except applicants in the third class mentioned 
in rule III (that is, persons who have been 
admitted and have practised three years in 
another state or country), must have pursued 
a preliminary course of study evidenced by 
graduation from a college or university, or by 
passing a Regents examination or the equiva- 
lent, as hereinafter prescribed: 

Applicants who are not graduates of a 
college, or university, subject to the limi- 
tations and requirements hereinafter, in 
this subdivision, expressed, or members of 
the bar as above described, before entering 
upon the clerkship or attendance at a law 
school herein prescribed shall have passed 
an examination conducted under the au- 
thority and in accordance with the ordi- 
nances and rules of The University of the 
State of New York, in English, three years; 
mathematics, two years; Latin, two years; 
Science, one year; history, two years; or in 
their substantial equivalents as defined by 
the rules of the University, and shall have 
filed a certificate of such fact, signed by the 
Commissioner of Education, with the clerk 
of the Court of Appeals, whose duty it shall 
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be to return to the person named therein 
a certified copy of the same, showing the 
‘date of such filing. The Regents may accept 
as the equivalent of and substitute for the 
examination in this rule prescribed, either, 
first, a certificate, properly authenticated, 
of having successfully completed a full 
year’s course of study in any college or 
university; second, a certificate, properly 
authenticated, of having satisfactorily com- 
pleted a four years’ course of study in any 
institution registered by the Regents as 
‘maintaining a satisfactory academic stand- 
ard; or, third, a Regents diploma. 

All graduates of a college or university 
existing under the government or laws of 
any foreign country other than those where 
‘English is the language of the people, and 
all applicants who apply for law students 
certificates upon equivalents or substitutes, 
as above provided, all or any part of which 
are earned or issued in said foreign coun- 
tries, shall pass the Regents examination 
in second year English. The Regents cer- 
tificate above prescribed shall be deemed 
to take effect as of the date of the com- 
pletion of the Regents examination, as the 
same shall appear upon said certificate. 
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V Study at law schools. The provisions” 
of these rules for study at a law school must 
be fulfilled by good and regular attendance 
and successfully completing the prescribed 
course of instruction at an incorporated law 
school, or a law school connected with an 
incorporated college or university, having 
a law department organized with competent 
instructors and professors, in which instruc- | 
tion as hereinafter provided is regularly 
given. ; 

Good and regular attendance upon and 
the successful completion of the prescribed 
course of instruction at a law school, the’ 
school year of which shall consist of not 
less than thirty-two school weeks, exclusive 
of vacations, in which not less than ten 
hours of attendance upon law lectures or 
recitations of such prescribed course, to be 
given or conducted by regular members of 
the faculty, are required in each week, shall be 
deemed a year’s attendance under this rule. — 

The same period of time shall not be 
duplicated for different purposes; except 
that a student attending a law school, as 
herein provided, and who, during the vaca- 
tions of such school, not exceeding three 
months in any one year, shall pursue his

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studies in the office of a practising attorney, 
_ shall be allowed to count the time so occupied 
during such vacation or vacations as part 
of the clerkship in a law office specified in 
these rules. 

VI Clerkship. The provisions of these 
rules for studying law by the service of a 
regular clerkship must be fulfilled by serving 
such clerkship in the office of a practising 
attorney of the Supreme Court in this State, 
after the candidate has attained the age of 
18 years. 

It shall be the duty of attorneys, with 
whom a clerkship shall be commenced, to 
fileygecertificate of the same in the office 
of the clerk: of the Court of Appeals, which 

certificate shall, in each case, state the date 
- of the beginning of the period of clerkship, 
and such period shall be deemed to commence 
at the time of such filing and shall be com- 
puted by the calendar year. 

In computing the period of clerkship a 
vacation actually taken, not exceeding two 
months in each year, shall be allowed as a 
part of such year. 

VII Proof to entitle candidate to exami- 
nation. The State Board of Law Examiners, 
before admitting an applicant to an exami- 
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nation, shall require proof that the pre- 
liminary conditions prescribed by these rules 
have been fulfilled; which proof shall be 
made as follows, namely: 

First. That the applicant is a college 
graduate, by the production of his diploma, 
or certificate of graduation, under the seal 
of the college. 

Second. That he has been admitted to 
the bar of another state or country, by the 
production of his license, or certificate, 
executed by the proper authorities. 

Third. In all cases where the service of 
a clerkship is required, that he has served 
a regular clerkship in the office of a prac- 
tising attorney of the Supreme Court in 
this State, after the age of 18 years, by 
producing and filing with the board a cer- 
tified copy of the attorney’s certificate, as 
filed in the office of the clerk of the Court 
of Appeals, and producing and filing an 
affidavit of the attorney or attorneys with 
whom such clerkship was served, showing 
the actual service of such a clerkship, the 
continuance and end thereof, and that not 
more than two months’ vacation was taken 
in any one year. Both of said affidavits 
must be to the effect that during the entire 
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period of such clerkship, except during the 
‘stated vacation time, the applicant was 
actually employed by said attorney as 
a regular law clerk and student in his law 
Office, and under his direction and advice, 
engaged in the practical work of the office 
‘during the usual business hours of the day. 
Fourth. The time of study allowed in 
a law school must be proved by the certifi- 
cate of the teacher or president of the 
faculty, under whose instructions the person 
‘has studied, under the seal of the school, if 
‘such there be, in addition to the affidavit of 
the applicant, which must, also, state the 
age at which the applicant began his attend- 
ance at such law school. Said certificate 
and affidavit must, also, show that the 
law school prescribes the course of instruction 
contemplated by these rules, and each shall 
also contain the statement that said appli- 
cant took the prescribed course of instruction 
required at said school for the degree of 
bachelor of laws while in attendance thereat, 
and bona fide took and successfully passed 
all examinations in all the subjects required 
for said degree during such period of attend- 
ance, in each case specifying the subjects in 
Which said applicant took and passed his 
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examinations as aforesaid, which proof 
must be satisfactory to the Board of Ex- 
aminers. i 

Fifth. That the applicant has passed the 
Regents examination, or its equivalent — 
must be proved by the production of a cer= 
tified copy of the Regents certificate filed in 
the office of the clerk of the Court of ae 
as hereinbefore provided. 

Sixth. When it satisfactorily appears that 
any diploma, affidavit, or certificate, required 
to be produced has been lost, or destroyed 
without the fault of the applicant, or has 
been unjustly refused or withheld, or by the 
death or absence of the person or officer 
who should have made it, can not be obtained, 
the Board of Law Examiners may accept 
such other proof of the requisite facts as 
they shall deem sufficient. 

Seventh. A law student whose clerkshifa 
or attendance at a law school, has already 
begun, as shown by the records of the Court 
of Appeals, or of any incorporated law school, 
or law school established in connection with 
any college or university, may, at his option, 
file or produce, instead of the proofs required 
by these rules, those required by the Rules 

of the Court of Appeals in force June I, 190%

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VIII Examination. The examination 
‘held by such State Board of Examiners may 


' be conducted by oral or written questions 


and answers, or partly oral and partly 
written, but shall be as nearly uniform in 
the knowledge and capacity which they 
shall require, as is reasonably possible. 
Every applicant shall be given and required 
to pass a satisfactory examination in the 
canons of ethics adopted by the American 
Bar Association and by the New York State 


' Bar Association. An applicant who has 


failed to pass one examination can not again 


be examined, until at least four months 


after such failure. 

The State Board of Law Examiners shall 
be paid as compensation, each, the sum of 
two thousand dollars per year, and, in ad- 
dition, such further sum as the court may 
direct, and an annual sum not exceeding 
two thousand dollars per year shall be 
allowed for necessary disbursements of the 
Board. Every applicant for examination 
shall pay to the examiners a fee of fifteen 
dollars, which shall be applied upon the 
compensation and allowance above  pro- 
vided, and any surplus thereafter remaining 
shall be held by the treasurer of the State 
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Board of Law Examiners and deposited in 7 
some bank, in good standing, in the city of — 


Albany to his credit and subject to his 
draft as such treasurer, when approved by 
the Chief Judge. 

IX Relief from excusable mistakes. 
When the filing of a certificate, as required 
by these rules, has been omitted by excusable 
mistake, or without fault, the court may 
order such filing as of the proper date. 

X Additional rules by the Appellate

Preliminary education. The law student 
vho began the study of law prior to June 
, 1908 and who has failed to qualify prior 
0 July 1, 1911, under the rules in force when 
fe began his study+of law, must qualify 
nder the higher requirements of the rules 
a effect June 1, 1908.° An examination in 
what are called the set subjects must cover 
li thesubjects, namely: English—three years, 
0 counts; mathematics—algebra and geom- 
try, 10 counts; Latin—grammar, composition 
nd Caesar, 10 counts; science—physics, 5 
ounts; history—American history and civics, 
istory of Great Britain and Ireland, and 
conomics, 10 counts; there can not be any 
quivalents or substitutes therefor or for any 
f them, and if a student passes in, say, four 
ut of the five set subjects he must perforce 
ass in other subjects to aggregate 72 counts 
-s provided by the Regents rules referred to 
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above in order to become entitled to a law 
student certificate. The law student cer- 
tificate issued on the set subjects is not t 

be construed, or considered, or called a 45 
count. certificate and counts in the manner 
used by the Regents are not to be applied 
thereto when the examinations in the set 
subjects in their entirety are taken, or passed, 
or a law student certificate is issued thereon. 

Law student certificate.. The law student | 
certificate, official evidence of the fulfilment 
of the preliminary requirements for beginning 
the study of law, may be facie: in any one 
of the foliowing ways: 

1 By presenting evidence, upon forms fate 
nished by the Department, of the success- 
ful completion of four years’ work in an ap- 
proved secondary school. 

2 By earning an academic or college 
entrance diploma on Regents examinations 
in the schools. 

3 By presenting evidence of the success- 
ful completion of one full year’s work in an 
approved college or university. 

4 By presenting evidence of the success- 
ful completion of the work in another state 
or in a foreign country equivalent to the’ 
completion of a four-year course in an ap- 
proved New York State secondary school. 
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5 By presenting from a professional school 
evidence of the completion of work recog- 
nized as the equivalent of one or more years 
of work in an approved secondary school to- 
gether with sufficient additional credits to 
make the full equivalent. of a four-year 
course in ati approved secondary school. 
. Under this head allowance is made for gtad- 
uation from registered schools of theology, 
medicine, dentistry, pharmacy and veter- 
‘ inary medicine.. ~ 
6 By earning 72 academic counts in 
- Regents examinations, with a rating of at 
least 75 per cent in each subject, as follows, 
(a) required, 53 counts: English three years, 
Io counts; English fourth year, 3 counts; 
any second year foreign language, 10 counts; 
elementary algebra, 5 counts; plane geometry, 
5 counts; two of the three sciences, physics, 
chemistry, biology, 10 counts; American 
history with civics, 5 counts; ancient history 
or the history of Great Britain and Ireland,

(b) Electives, 19 counts: and additional 
Second year of a foreign language, namely, 
Latin- second year, Greek second year, 
French second year, German second year, 
Spanish second year, Italian second year, 
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or Hebrew second year, 10 counts; physics, 
5 counts; chemistry, 5 counts; biology, 5 
counts; physical geography, 5 counts; in- 
termediate algebra, 2 counts; advanced 
algebra, 3 counts; solid geometry, 2 counts; 
plane trigonometry, 2 counts; ancient history, 
5 counts; history of Great Britain and Ireland, 
5 counts; modern history 1, 3 counts; modern 
history 2, 3 counts; economics, 2 counts; 
commercial arithmetic, 2 counts; elementary 
bookkeeping and business practice, 3 counts; 
advanced bookkeeping and office practice, 
5 counts; shorthand, 100-word test, 10 
counts; drawing, 6 counts. 

7 By passing Regents examinations to 
supplement one or more successful years of 
workin anapproved school. Eighteen counts 
are allotted for each year of such work. All 
candidates who present evidence of the par- 
tial completion of a secondary school course 
will be advised in what subjects it will be 
necessary for them to pass examinations to 
complete the requirements for a law student 
certificate. So far as practicable, the addi- 
tional examinations necessary will be based 
upon the requirements for the 72 count cer- 
tificate as indicated in paragraph 6.

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Rules of the New York State Board of Law 
Examiners 


I Each applicant for examination must file 
with the secretary of the board, at least 
fifteen days before the day appointed for 
holding the examination at which he intends 
to apply, the preliminary proofs required 
by the ‘‘ Rules of the Court of Appeals for 
the admission of attorneys and counselors 
at law,’”’ from which it must appear affirm- 
atively and specifically that all the pre- 
. liminary conditions prescribed by said rules 
have been fulfilled, and also proof of the 
residence of the applicant for six months 
prior to the date of the said examination, 
giving place, with street and number, if 
any, which must be made by his own affidavit. 
Said affidavit must also state that such 
residence is actual and not constructive. 
The board in its discretion may order ad- 
ditional proofs of residence to be filed, and 
may require an applicant to appear in person 
before it, or some member thereof, and be 
examined concerning his qualifications to be 
admitted to the examinations. The exami- 
nation fee of $15 must be paid to the treasurer 
at the time the application for examination 
is filed. 
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To entitle an applicant to a reexamination, 
he must notify the secretary by mail of 
his desire therefor, at least fifteen days 
before the examination at which he intends 
to appear and file with him, at the same 
time, his own affidavit stating that he is and 
has been for the six months prior to such 
examination an actual and not constructive 
resident of this State, giving the place of 
such residence, and street and number, if any. 

2 Each applicant must be a citizen of the 
State, of full age; he may be examined in 
any department, whether a resident thereof 
or not, but the fact of his having passed the 
examination will be certified to the Appellate 
Division of the judicial department in which 
he has resided for the six months prior to 
his examination. He must, however, entitle 
his papers in the department in which he 
resides. 

3 In applying the provisions of rules III 
and VII of the ‘“ Rules of the Court of Ap- 
peals for the admission of attorneys and 
counselors at law,’’ the board will require 
proof that the college or university of which 
an applicant claims to be a graduate, main- 
tains a satisfactory standard in respect to 
the course of studies completed by him. 
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nm case the college or university is registered 
vith the Board of Regents of the State of 
New York as maintaining such standard, 
he applicant must submit to the board, 
vith his diploma or certificate of graduation, 
he certificate of the said Board of Regents 
o that effect, which will be accepted by 
his board as prima facie evidence of the 
act. Such certificate need not be filed in 
ases where the Board of Regents, by a 
‘eneral certificate, has certified to this board 
hat the said college or university maintains 
_ satisfactory college standard leading to the 
egree with which the applicant graduated. 
n all other cases the applicant must submit 
vith his diploma or certificate of graduation 
atisfactory proof of the course of study 
ompleted by him and of the character of the 
ollege or university of which he claims to 
e a graduate. 

4 The papers filed by each applicant must 
e attached together, and there must be 
idorsed upon them the name of the appli- 
‘ant. The papers must be entitled, ‘In 
te matter of the application of 
or admission to the bar.’’ Each applicant 
lust state the beginning and the end of each 
rm spent in a law school, his age when he 
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began his attendance upon the law schoo

5 An applicant who has been admitted te 
the bar as an attorney in another state or 
country, and who has remained therein ag 
a’ practising attorney for the period of thre 
years, may prove the latter fact by his ow 

affidavit, and must’ present also a certificat 
from a judge of the court in which he was 
admitted, or from a county judge in said 
state, certifying that the applicant had re- 
mained in said state or country as a practising 
attorney for said period of three years, after 
he had been admitted as an attorney therein 
The signature of the judge must be certifiec 
to by the clerk of the court or by the county 
clerk under the seal of the court. 

6 The board will divide the subjects of ex 
amination into two groups, as follows: grouy 
one, pleading and practice and evidence 
group two, substantive law, namely, rea 
property, contracts, partnership, negoti 
able paper, principal and agent, principa 
and surety, insurance, bailments, sales 
criminal law, torts, wills and administration 
equity, corporations, domestic relations 
legal ethics and the constitutions of Nev 
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York State and of the United States. The 
examinations will be held on two consecutive 
days in January, April, June and October in 
each year. The first day’s examination will 
be in group 1, pleading, practice and evidence, 
containing 24 questions with a time limit of 
five hours, from 9 a. m. to 2 p. m.; the second 
day’s examination will be in group 2, sub- 
‘stantive law, 36 questions, with a time limit 
of seven hours, divided into a morning session 
‘of three hours from 9 a. m. to I2 m., with 16 
questions, and an afternoon session of four 
-hours from I p. m. to 5 p. m., with 20 ques- 
tions. In marking, due consideration will be 
‘given to the reasoning of the answers. Each 
applicant will be required to obtain the 
requisite standard in both groups and on 
his entire paper to entitle him to a certificate 
from the board. If he obtains the required 
standard in either group and not on his 
entire paper he will receive a pass card for 
‘the group which he passes and will not be 
required to be reexamined therein. He will 
be reexamined in the group in which he 
failed or on the entire paper if he failed in 
both groups at any subsequent examination 
for which he is eligible and for which he 
‘gives notice as required by these rules. 
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Registration of law schools, or of colleges” 
and universities : 


The registration of schools of law or of | 
colleges and universities lies entirely within — 
the jurisdiction of the Regents and the 
State Board of Law Examiners agrees 
to recognize the credentials of no school 
of law, college or university not registered 
by the Regents as maintaining their re- 
quirements and the requirements of the 
rules of the Court of Appeals regulating ad- 
mission to the bar in this State taking effect 
July I, 1911. 

Colleges and universities. Colleges and” 
universities are registered by the Regents as 
meeting the requirements of the Court of 
Appeals on formal application only and a 
form in duplicate will be mailed to the 
president on application to the Assistant 
Commissioner for Higher Education. If it] 
appears that the institution maintains 
approved standards of equipment and in-. 
struction and possesses resources at least 
equivalent to those prescribed by the laws” 
of this State, the college or university | 
will be recommended to the Regents” 
for registration under section 403 of the

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Regents Rules. Admission to or contin- 
uance on the roll of registration depends 
upon the furnishing of all the information 
Ttequested and the meeting of the expense of 
such inspection as the Commissioner of Edu- 
cation deems advisable. 

Institutions without the United States and 
Canada are not recommended to the Regents 
for registration. The detailed record of each 
applicant is essential to determine what 
Tecognition is to be accorded the degrees or 
licenses from the institutions or examining 
bodies of Europe and other countries.

porated law school or a law school connected 
with an incorporated college or university 


_ having a law department organized with com- 


petent instructors and professors is regis- 
tered as meeting the requirements of the 
Court of Appeals on formal application only 
and a form in duplicate will be mailed to the 
dean on application to the Assistant Com- 
missioner for Higher Education. If it ap- 
pears that the school requires good and 
regular attendance upon and the successful 
completion of the prescribed course of in- 
struction; that the school year consists of 
not less than 32 school weeks, exclusive 
of vacations, in which not less than ten 
hours of attendance upon law lectures and 
recitations are required in each week; that 
the law lectures or recitations of such pre- 
scribed course are given or conducted by 
regular members of the faculty, the school 
may be recommended to the Regents for the 
registration of one or more years as it re- 
quires one or more years of attendance under 
the rules. 

Law schools unable to meet these stand- 
ards in full may be accredited by the De- 
partment for one or more years of law study 
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as they meet the requirements for admission 
and for professional training required by the 
rules of the Court and of the Regents. 

Comity of action in the transfer of students 
from one professional school to another. The 
Department does not consider a course in a 
law school satisfactory within the meaning 
of the Court’s rule if more than two condi- 
tions, one major of 100 hours and one minor 
of 50 hours, are allowed students for pro- 
motion from one year’s class to the next.

§ 400 Definitions. a Colleges. An insti- 
jution that though taking the name, in 
‘eality does work of a lower grade, may not 
ye recognized as a college or university. 
Solleges of theology, law, education, medi- 
‘ine, dentistry, pharmacy, veterinary medi- 
‘ine, business and all similar professional 
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and technical schools shall not be registered 
as colleges. 

b Accrediting. Institutions unable to 
meet the standards required by the Regents 
for registration in full shall be accredited by 
the Department for one or more years as 
they meet the requirements for admission 
and for graduation set by the Regents 
standards. 

¢ Hours. An hour is the measure of the 
work prepared for a weekly recitation, lecture 
or quiz in a higher institution. Two hours 
of practice or demonstration in a labora- 
tory are considered equivalent to a recita- 
tion hour. A minimum year is 15 recita- 
tion hours for 40 weeks (600 hours) or the 
equivalent. One hundred and fifty hours 
are the equivalent of 5 counts. 

§ 403 College allowance for the study 
of law. A college or university may 
be registered as meeting the order of the 
Court of Appeals for the admission of 
attorneys and counselors at law when it 
gives a course of college instruction that. 
requires as a condition of graduation at 
least six full years in liberal arts and 
sciences in addition to a completed eight. 
year elementary course. 
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-  § 404 General credentials. Credentials 
‘from colleges, universities, professional, 
‘technical and other schools maintaining 
lower requirements than those enumer- 
ated in section 401, and not coming under 
the meaning of.... section 403 may be rated 
‘in proportion to the work actually done, 
as compared with the definition of a col- 
lege in section 24. 

§ 405 Recognition accorded accredited 
professional schools. Professional schools 
registered by the Regents shall give the work 
of accredited institutions no higher recog- 
nition than that accorded such institutions in 
the University’s accredited list, namely: 
(1) the successful completion of a four-year 
course in a professional school accredited by 
the University for three years shall be ac- 
corded three years’ recognition only; (2) the 
successful completion of a three-year course 
in a professional school accredited by the 
University for two years shall be accorded 
two years’ recognition only; (3) the success- 
ful completion of a two-year course in a pro- 
fessional school accredited by the Univer- 
‘sity for one year shall be accorded one 
year’s recognition only. 

A registered school may refuse to accord 
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an accredited institution the recognition 
given it by the Department but it may not 
give it any higher recognition. 


Schools of law 


§ 407 Requirements. On formal applica- 
cation a school of law may be registered as 
maintaining the law school standards re- 
quired by the rules of the Court of Appeals 
and the Regents of The University of the 
State of New York in relation to the admis- 
sion of attorneys and counselors at law. 

(1) It must be an incorporated law school 
or a law school connected with an incorporated 
college or university having a law depart- 
ment organized with competent instructors 
and professors, in which instruction, as here- 
inafter proyided, is regularly given; (2) it 
must have suitable equipment and resources; 
(3) competent instructors; (4) classroom and 
library facilities; (5) it must require that be- 
fore beginning the course for the degree all 
matriculates afford evidence of a general pre- 
liminary education equivalent to at least a 
four-year high school course after eight years 
of elementary preparation; (6) it must re- 
quire good and regular attendance and the 
successful completion of a prescribed course 
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of three years of instruction; (7) it must 
_maintain a school year consisting of not less 
than 32 school weeks, exclusive of vacations, 
in which not less than 10 hours of attendance 
upon law lectures or recitations of such pre- 
scribed course shall be given or conducted 
_by regular members of the faculty in each 
week; (8) it must require residence during at 
least the last year of the course before it con- 
fers the degree of LL.B.; (9) it must require 
that the graduate be of good moral charac- 
_ter and at least 21 years of age. 

Law schools that can not be registered as 
affording three full years of instruction as 
above provided may be accredited by the 
University for one or two years. 
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Rules of the Court of Appeals for the admis- 
sion of attorneys and counselors at law 

I General regulation as to admission. No 
person shull be admitted to practise as an 
attorney ur counselor in any court of record 
of the State except upon an order of the Appel- 
late Division of the Supreme Court admitting 
him to the bar and licensing him to practise 
upon conipliance with these rules. 

II Admission without examination. The 
following classes of persons may in the dis- 
cretion of the Appellate Division be admitted 
and licensed without examination: 

1 Any person admitted to practise and 
who has practised five years as a member of 
the bar in the highest law court in any other 
state or territory of the American Union or 
in the District of Columbia. 

2 Any person admitted to practise and 
who has practised five years in another 
country whose jurisprudence is based on the 
principles of the English common law. 

3 Any American citizen domiciled in a 
foreign coutry whose jurisprudence is based 
on the principles of the English common law 
holding a diploma or degree which would 
entitle him to practise law in the courts of 
such foreign country if a citizen thereof. 


Ae 
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Any person admitted under this rule must 
possess the other qualifications required by 
_ these rules and must produce a letter of recom- 

mendation from one of the judges of the 

highest law court of such other state or 
country, or furnish other satisfactory evidence 
of character and qualifications. 

An attorney and counselor from another 
state or foreign jurisdiction may in the dis- 
cretion of any court of record be admitted 
pro hac vice to participate in the trial or argu- 
ment of any cause in which he may be em- 

~ ployed. 

III Admission on examination. Three 
classes of persons may be admitted to the 
bar upon examination: 

1 Persons who are not graduates of a 
college or university; 

2 Persons who are gra.luates of a college 
or university; and 

3 Persons who have been admitted as 
attorneys and have practised three years in 
another state or country. 

In each class the applicant must prove by 
his own affidavit to the satisfaction of the 
State Board of Law Examiners that he is a 
citizen of the United States, 21 years of age, 
stating his age, and an actual and not a con- 
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structive resident of the State for not less than 
six months immediately preceding and that 
he has not been examined for admission to 
practise and been refused admission within 
four months, and that he has studied law in 
the manner and according to the conditions 
in these rules prescribed. 

Applicants in the first class (that is, persons 
who are not graduates of a college or univer- 
sity) must have studied law for a period of 
four years. Such an applicant may pursue 
his course of law study wholly by serving a 
clerkship in the office of a practising attorney; 
or partly by serving such clerkship and partly 
by attending a law school; but every such 
applicant must serve such clerkship for a 
period of at least one year continuously either 
before examination by the State Board of Law 
Examiners or after such examination and 
prior to admission to the bar. 

Applicants in the second class (that is, per- 
sons who are graduates of a college or univer- 
sity) must have studied law for a period of 
three years. Such an applicant may pursue 
his course of law study wholly by serving a 
clerkship in the office of a practising attorney; 
or wholly by attending a law school; or partly 
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| by serving such clerkship and partly by 
-attending a law school. 
Applicants in the third class (that is, per- 
sons who have been admitted as attorneys 
and have practised three years in another 
state or country) must have studied law for 
' a period of one year within this State and 
_ pursue such course of study either by serving 
_aclerkship or by attendance upon a law school 
as the applicant may elect. 
Candidates for admission to the bar under 
. this rule (that is, upon examination) may be 
admitted and licensed upon producing and 
filing with the court the certificate of the State 
Board of Law Examiners that the applicant 
has satisfactorily passed the examination 
prescribed by these rules and has complied 
with their provisions, and upon producing 
and filing with the court, in the case of appli- 
-cants in the first class (that is, persons who 
are not graduates of a college or university), 
evidence that he has served a regular clerk- 
ship of one year in this State with an attorney 
or attorneys in regular practice, either before 
or after having passed such examination. 
The applicant must also produce and file 
evidence that he is a person of good moral 
character which must be shown by the 
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affidavits of two reputable persons of the 
town or city in which he resides, one of whom 
must be a practising attorney of the Supreme 
Court. Such affidavits must state that the 
applicant is, to the knowledge of the affiant, 
a person of good moral character, and must 
set forth in detail the facts upon which such 
knowledge is based; but such affidavits shall 
not be conclusive and the court may make 
further examination and inquiry. 


If the applicant be a graduate of a college, 
or university, he must have pursued the 
prescribed course of law study after his 
graduation; provided, however, if such grad- 
uate of a college or university has pursued 
the first year of his law study in an approved 
law school, and said year of study was pre- 
requisite for his graduation from such college 
or university, then such year of law school 
study, if successfully completed, shall be 
deemed to be and shall be accepted as a 
part of said prescribed course of law study; 
and if the applicant be a person admitted 
to the bar of another state or country, he 
must have pursued his prescribed period of 
law study after having remained as a prac- 
tising attorney in such other state or country 
for the period of three years. 
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IV Preliminary studies. All candidates 
ir admission to the bar upon examination, 
xcept applicants in the third class mentioned 
| rule III (that is, persons who have been 
Jmitted and have practised three years in 
aother state or country), must have pursued 
preliminary course of study evidenced by 
raduation from a college or university, or by 
assing a Regents examination or the equiva- 
mt, as hereinafter prescribed: 

Applicants who are not graduates of a 
ollege, or university, subject to the limi- 
ations and requirements hereinafter, in 
his subdivision, expressed, or members of 
he bar as above described, before entering 
pon the clerkship or attendance at a law 
chool herein prescribed shall have passed 
nm examination conducted under the au- 
hority and in accordance with the ordi- 
lances and rules of The University of the 
tate of New York, in English, three years;

be to return to the person named thereit 
a certified copy of the same, showing the 
date of such filing. The Regents may accept 
as the equivalent of and substitute for thx 
examination in this rule prescribed, either, 
first, a certificate, properly authenticated 
of having successfully completed a ful 
year’s course of study in any college o 
university; second, a certificate, properly 
authenticated, of having satisfactorily com 
pleted a four years’ course of study in any 
institution registered by the Regents a 
maintaining a satisfactory academic stand 
ard; or, third, a Regents diploma. 


All graduates of a college or university 
existing under the government or laws o 
any foreign country other than those wher 
English is the language of the people, anc 
all applicants who apply for law student:

istructors and professors, in which instruc- 
on as hereinafter provided is regularly 
ven. 

Good and regular attendance upon and 
ae successful completion of the prescribed 
durse of instruction at a law school, the 
thool year of which shall consist of not 
ss than thirty-two school weeks, exclusive 
f vacations, in which not less than ten 
ours of attendance upon law lectures or 
acitations of such prescribed course, to be 
iven or conducted by regular members of 
he faculty, are required in each week, shall be 
eemed a year’s attendance under this rule. 
A period of time not exceeding six weeks 
ctually spent in good and regular attendance 
pon and successful completion of law courses 
squiring at least 1o hours of attendance 
1 each week in a summer session main- 
ined in connection with a law school 
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organized as prescribed in this rule, shal 
be allowed as a part of the period of clerk. 
ship or study otherwise prescribed by thes« 
rules. 


The same period of time shall not be 
duplicated for different purposes; except 
that a student attending a law school, a: 
herein provided, and who, during the vaca. 
tions of such school, not exceeding three 
months in any one year, shall pursue hi: 
studies in the office of a practising attorney 
shall be allowed to count the time so occupiec 
during such vacation or vacations as part 
of the clerkship in a law office specified ir 
these rules; and except that a student attend 
ing a law school as herein provided, or serv: 
ing a regular clerkship in the office of < 
practising attorney of the Supreme Court 
in this State, who, during the vacation o: 
such school or of such clerkship, as in rule 
VI, provided, shall for a period not exceeding 
six weeks actually attend upon and success- 
fully complete a law course or courses ir 
a summer session maintained in connectior 
with a law school organized as prescribec 
in this rule, may be allowed the time so spen' 
as part of the clerkship in a law office a: 
prescribed by these rules. 
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VI Clerkship. The provisions of these 
rules for studying law by the service of a 
regular clerkship must be fulfilled by serving 
such clerkship in the office of a practising 
attorney of the Supreme Court in this State, 
after the candidate has attained the age of 
18 years. 

It shall be the duty of attorneys, with 
whom a clerkship shall be commenced, to 
file a certificate of the same in the office 
of the clerk of the Court of Appeals, which 
certificate shall, in each case, state the date 
of the beginning of the period of clerkship, 
and such period shall be deemed to commence 
at the time of such filing and shall be com- 
puted by the calendar year. 

In computing the period of clerkship a 
vacation actually taken, not exceeding two 
months in each year, shall be allowed as a 
part of such year. 

VII Proof to entitle candidate to exami- 
nation. The State Board of Law Examiners, 
before admitting an applicant to an exami- 
qation, shall require proof that the pre- 
iminary conditions prescribed by these rules 
agave been fulfilled; which proof shall be 
made as follows, namely: 
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‘First. That the applicant is a college 
graduate, by the production of his diploma, 
or certificate of graduation, under the seal 
of the college. 

Second. That he has been admitted to 
the bar of another state or country, by the 
production of his license, or certificate, 
executed by the proper authorities. 

Third. In all cases where the service of 
a clerkship is required, that he has served 
a regular clerkship in the office of a prac- 
tising attorney of the Supreme Court in 
this State, after the age of 18 years, by 
producing and filing with the board a cer- 
tified copy of the attorney’s certificate, as 
filed in the office of the clerk of the Court 
of Appeals, and producing and filing an 
affidavit of the attorney or attorneys with 
whom such clerkship was served, showing 
the actual service of such a clerkship, the 
continuance and end thereof, and that not 
more than two months’ vacation was taken 
in any one year. Both of said affidavits 
must be to the effect that during the entire 
period of such clerkship, except during the 
stated vacation time, the applicant was 
actually employed by said attorney as 
a regular law clerk and student in his law 
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‘Office, and under his direction and advice, 
‘engaged in the practical work of the office 
during the usual business hours of the day. 
Fourth. The. time of study allowed in 
a law school must be proved by the certifi- 
‘cate of the teacher or president of the 
faculty, under whose instructions the person 
has studied, under the seal of the school, if 
‘such there be, in addition to the affidavit of 
[the applicant, which must, also, state the 
age at which the applicant began his attend- 
‘ance at such law school. Said certificate 
and affidavit must, also, show that the 
‘law school prescribes the course of instruction 
‘contemplated by these rules, and each shall 
‘also contain the statement that said appli- 
‘cant took the prescribed course of instruction 
‘required at said school for the degree of 
‘bachelor of laws while in attendance thereat, 
‘and bona fide took and successfully passed 
‘all examinations in all the subjects required 
ifor said degree during such period of attend- 
‘ance, in each case specifying the subjects in 
‘which said applicant took and passed his 
‘examinations as aforesaid, which proof 
‘must be satisfactory to the Board of Ex- 
‘aminers. : ih 
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Fifth. That the applicant has passed the 
Regents examination, or its equivalent 
must be proved by the production of a cer- 
tified copy of the Regents certificate filed in 
the office of the clerk of the Court of Appeals, 
as hereinbefore provided. 

Sixth. When it satisfactorily appears that 
any diploma, affidavit, or certificate, required 
to be produced has been lost, or destroyed, 
without the fault of the applicant, or has 
been unjustly refused or withheld, or by the 
death or absence of the person or officer 
who should have made it, can not be obtained, 
the Board of Law Examiners may accept 
such other proof of the requisite facts as 
they shall deem sufficient. 

Seventh. A law student whose clerkship, 
or attendance at a law school, has already 
begun, as shown by the records of the Court 
of Appeals, or of any incorporated law school, 
or law school established in connection with 
any college or university, may, at his option, 
file or produce, instead of the proofs required 
by these rules, those required by the Rules 
of the Court of Appeals in force June 1, 1908. 

Eighth. The provisions of subdivision 4 
of this rule so far as applicable shall apply

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to persons making proof of the time of study 
allowed at summer sessions of a law school. 
VIII Examination. The examination 


held by such State Board of Examiners may 


be conducted by oral or written questions 
and answers, or partly oral and partly 
written, but shall be as nearly uniform in 


the knowledge and capacity which they 


shall require, as is reasonably possible. 
Every applicant shall be given and required 
to pass a Satisfactory examination in the 
canons of ethics adopted by the American 


_ Bar Association and by the New York State 


Bar Association. An applicant who has 


failed to pass one examination can not again 


be examined, until at least four months 
after such failure. 

The State Board of Law Examiners shall 
be paid as compensation, each, the sum of 
two thousand dollars per year, and, in ad- 
dition, such further sum as the court may 
direct, and an annual sum not exceeding 
thirty-five hundred dollars per year shall be 
allowed for necessary disbursements of the 
Board. Every applicant for examination 
shall pay to the examiners a fee of twenty-five 
dollars, which shall be applied upon the 
compensation and allowance above pro- 
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vided, and any surplus thereafter remaining 
shall be held by the treasurer of the State 
Board of Law Examiners and deposited in 
some bank, in good standing, in the city of 
Albany to his credit and subject to his 
draft as such treasurer, when approved by 
the Chief Judge. 


IX Relief from excusable mistakes. 
When the filing of a certificate, as required 
by these rules, has been omitted by excusable 
mistake, or without fault, the court may 
order such filing as of the proper date. 

X Additional rules by the Appellate 
Division. The justices of the Appellate 
Division in each department may adopt for 
their several and respective departments 
such additional special rules for ascertaining 
the moral and general fitness of applicants 
as to such justices may seem proper. 

These rules shall take effect on July 1, 
IQII. 
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Admission to the Bar 
No person is admitted to practise as an 


‘attorney or counselor at law in any court 


of record of the State except upon the order 
of the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court admitting him to the bar and licens- 
ing him to practise upon compliance with the 


rules of the Court of Appeals. 


Preliminary education. The law student 
who began the study of law prior to June 
I, 1908 and who has failed to qualify prior 


- to July 1, 1911, under the rules in force when 
' he began his study of law, must qualify 


under the higher requirements of the rules 
in effect June 1, 1908. An examination in 
what are called the set subjects must cover 
all the subjects, namely: English—three years, 
10 counts; mathematics—algebra and geom- 
etry, 10 counts; Latin—grammar, composition 
and Caesar, 10 counts; science—physics, 5 
counts; history—American history and civics, 
history of Great Britain and Ireland, and 
economics, 10 counts; there can not be any 
equivalents cr substitutes therefor or for any 
of them, and if a student passes in, say, four 
out of the five set subjects he must perforce 
pass in other subjects to aggregate 72 counts 
as provided by the Regents rules referred to 
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above in order to become entitled to a law 
student certificate. The law student cer- 
tificate issued on the set subjects is not to 
be construed, or considered, or called a 45 
count certificate and counts in the manner 
used by the Regents are not to be applied 
thereto when the examinations in the set 
subjects in their entirety are taken, or passed, 
or a law student certificate is issued thereon. 

Law student certificate. The law student 
certificate, official evidence of the fulfilment 
of the preliminary requirements for beginning 
the study of law, may be acquired in any one 
of the following ways: 

1 By presenting evidence, upon forms fur- 
nished by the Department, of the success- 
ful completion of four years’ work in an ap- 
proved secondary school. 

2 By earning an academic or college 
entrance diploma on Regents examinations 
in the schools. 

3 By presenting evidence of the success- 
ful completion of one full year’s work in an 
approved college or university. 

4 By presenting evidence of the suc ‘ess- 
ful completion of the work in another state 
or in a foreign country equivalent to the 
completion of a four-year course in an ap- 
proved New York State secondary school. 
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5 By presenting from a professional school 
evidence of the completion of work recog- 
nized as the equivalent of one or more years 
of work in an approved secondary school to- 
gether with sufficient additional credits to 


make the full equivalent of a four-year 


course in an approved secondary school. 
Under this head allowance is made for grad- 
uation from registered schools of theology, 
medicine, dentistry, pharmacy and veter- 
inary medicine. 

6 By earning 72 academic counts in 


. Regents examinations, with a rating of at 


least 75 per cent in each subject, as follows, 
(a) required, 53 counts: English three years, 
Io counts; English fourth year, 3 counts; 
any second year foreign language, 10 counts; 
elementary algebra, 5 counts; plane geometry, 
5 counts; two of the three sciences, physics, 
chemistry, biology, 10 counts; American 
history with civics, 5 counts; ancient history 
or the history of Great Britain and Ireland, 
5 counts. 

(b) Electives, 19 counts: an additional 
second year of a foreign language, namely, 
Latin second year, Greek second year, 
French second year, German second year, 
Spanish second year, Italian second year, 
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or Hebrew second year, 10 counts; physics. 
5 counts; chemistry, 5 counts; biology, 5 
counts; physical geography, 5 counts; in- 
termediate algebra, 2 counts; advanced 
algebra, 3 counts; solid geometry, 2 counts; 
plane trigonometry, 2 counts; ancient history, 
5 counts; history of Great Britain and Ireland, 
5 counts; modern history 1, 3 counts; modern 
history 2, 3 counts; economics, 2 counts; 
commercial arithmetic, 2 counts; elementary 
bookkeeping and business practice, 3 counts; 
advanced bookkeeping and office practice, 
5 counts; shorthand, 100-word test, 10 
counts; drawing, 6 counts. 

7 By passing Regents examinations to 
supplement one or more successful years of 
workin an approved school. Eighteen counts 
are allotted for each year of such work. All 
candidates who present evidence of the par- 
tiai completion of a secondary school course 
will be advised in what subjects it will be 
necessary for them to pass examinations to 
complete the requirements for a law student 
certificate. So far as practicable, the addi- 
tional examinations necessary will be based 
upon the requirements for the 72 count cer- 
tificate as indicated in paragraph 6. 

Special examination in English. All ap- 


{ 
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plicants for a law student certificate upon 


_ credentials from foreign countries other than 


those in which English is the language of 
the people, all or a part of which are earned 
or issued in such foreign countries, must. pass 
a special examination in English. No counts 
are granted in the special English examina- 
tion. 

Approved secondary course. Four years 
of secondary work based on eight years of 
elementary or the equivalent are required 
for the registration of secondary schools 


_ whose certificates are to be accepted in lieu 


of examinations. An approved secondary 
course requires at least four subjects, 38 
weeks a year, 18 periods a week, 45 minutes 
a period, with satisfactory standing. In- 
stitutions are registered in full or in part as 
they offer one or more years’ work equiva- 
lent to that presented in the following out- 
line. The maximum allowance in lieu of 
examinations that can be accorded to a cer- 
tificate for the successful completion of a 
full year’s work in a registered secondary 
school is 18 counts. 

Outlined course of study for admission to 
law schools. The subjects in italics are 
deemed essential to a sound education and 
should be prescribed for all students. 
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The subject preceded by the letter a 
should be required of all students prepar- 
ing to enter professional schools. 

The subject preceded by the letter 5 
should be required of all students prepar- 
ing to enter law schools.

2 Examiners 

- 1 Each applicant for examination must file 
with the secretary of the board, at least 
fifteen days before the day appointed for 
holding the examination at which he intends 
to apply, the preliminary proofs required 
by the ‘“‘ Rules of the Court of Appeals for 
the admission of attorneys and counselors 
at law,” from which it must appear affirm- 
atively and specifically that all the pre- 
liminary conditions prescribed by said rules 
have been fulfilled, and also proof of the 
tesidence of the applicant for six months 
prior to the date of the said examination, 
giving place, with street and number, if 
any, which must be made by his own affidavit. 
Said affidavit must also state that such 
residence is actual and not constructive. 
The board in its discretion may order ad- 
ditional proofs of residence to be filed, and 
may require an applicant to appear in person 
before it, or some member thereof, and be 
examined concerning his qualifications to be 
admitted to the examinations.

To entitle an applicant to a reexamination, 
he must notify the secretary by mail fof 
his desire therefor, at least fifteen days

If it appears that the institu- 
tion maintains approved standards of equip- 
ment and instruction and possesses resources

Comity of action in the transfer of students 
from one professional school to another. The 
Department does not consider a course in a 
law school satisfactory within the meaning 
of the Court’s rule if more than two condi- 
tions, one major of 100 hours and one minor 
of 50 hours, are allowed students for pro- 
motion from one year’s class to the next.

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Rules of the Court of Appeals for the admis- 
sioa of Attorneys and Counselors at Law 


As amended to 1918 


I General regulation as to admission. No 
person shall be admitted to practise as an 
attorney or counselor in any court of record 
of the State except upon an order of the Appel- 
late Division of the Supreme Court admitting 
him to the bar and licensing him to practise 
upon compliance with these rules. 

II Admission without examination. The 
following classes of persons may in the dis- 
cretion of the Appellate Division be admitted 
and licensed without examination: 

1 Any person admitted to practise and 
who has practised five years as a member of 
the bar in the highest law court in any other 
state or territory of the American Union or 
in the District cf Columbia. | 

2 Any person admitted to practise and 
who has practised five years in another 
country whose jurisprudence is based on the 
principles of the English common law. 

3, Any American citizen domiciled in a 
foreign country whuse jurisprudence is based 
on the principles of the English common law 
holding a diploma or degree which would 
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ntitle him to practise law in the courts of 
uch foreign country it a citizen thereof. 

- Any person admitted under this rule must 
‘jossess the other qualifications required by 
hese rules and must produce a letter of recom- 
‘aendation from one of the judges of the 
iighest law court of such other state or 
‘ountry, or furnish other satisfactory evidence 
vf character and qualifications. 

An attorney and counselor from another 
jtate or foreign jurisdiction may in the dis-

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citizen of the United States, 21 years of age, 
stating his age, and an actual and not a con- 
structive resident of the State for not less than 
six months immediately preceding and that 
he has not been examined for admission to 
practise and been refused admission within 
four months, and that he has studied law in 
the manner and according to the conditions 
in these rules prescribed. 

Applicants in the first class (that is, persons 
who are not graduates of a college or univer- 
sity) must have studied law for a period of 
four years.

Applicants in the second class (that is, per- 
sons who are graduates of a college or univer- 
sity) must have studied law for a period of 
three years. Such an applicant may pursue 
his course of law study wholly by serving a 
clerkship in the office of a practising attorney;

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Rule Ill-a Examinations dispensed with. 
The examination is dispensed with in the 
| case of any applicant entitled to examination 
under these rules who is a graduate of a law 
| school duly registered by the Regents of The 
‘University of the State of New York which 
“requires a three-year course for graduation 
‘and who has been prevented from entering 
“two examinations next following his gradua- 
tion by actual and necessary service in the 
, military or naval forces of the United States. 
: Such applicant shall produce before the State 
; Board of Law Examiners, in addition to the 
| proof required by these rules of applicants 
for examination his diploma and satisfactory 
evidence of adequate instruction in New 
York pleading and -practice and of such mil- 
itary or naval service. Each applicant shall 
pay the examiners the fee provided by rule 
VIII. The State Board of Law Examiners 
shall certify to the Appellate Division of the 
Supreme Court in the department in which 
any such person resides that the examina- 
tion has been dispensed with. The exami- 
nation in substantive law and _ evidence 
alone may be dispensed with in case the 
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applicant has had no satisfactory instruction 
in New York pleading and practice. 

IV Preliminary studies. All candidates 
for admission to the bar upon examination, 
except applicants in the third class mentioned 
in rule III (that is, persons who have been 
admitted and have practised three years in 
another state or country), must have pursued 
a preliminary course of study evidenced by 
graduation from a college or university, or by 
passing a Regents examination or the equiva- 
lent, as hereinafter prescribed: 

Applicants who are not graduates of a 
college, or university, subject to the limi- 
tations and requirements hereinafter, in 
this subdivision, expressed, or members of 
the bar as above described, before entering 
upon the clerkship or attendance at a law 
school herein prescribed shall have passed 
an examination conducted under the au- 
thority and in accordance with the ordi- 
nances and rules of The University of the 
State of New York, in English, three years; 
mathematics, two years; Latin, two years; 
science, one year; history, two years; or in 
their substantial equivalents as defined by 
the rules of the University, and shall have 
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| filed a certificate of such fact, signed by the 
) Commissioner of Education, with the clerk 
lof the Court of Appeals, whose duty it shall 
|be to return to the person named therein 
a certified copy of the same, showing the 
date of such filing. The Regents may accept 
as the equivalent of and substitute for the 
‘examination in this rule prescribed, either, 
first, a certificate, properly authenticated, 
‘of having successfully completed a full 
year’s course of study in any college or 
‘university; second, a certificate, properly 
‘authenticated, of having satisfactorily com- 
pleted a four years’ course of study in any 
institution registered by the Regents as 
maintaining a satisfactory academic stand- 
ard; or, third, a Regents diploma. 


All graduates of a college or university 
existing under the government or laws of 
any foreign country other than those where 
English is the language of the people, and 
all applicants who apply for law students 
certificates upon equivalents or substitutes, 
as above provided, all or any part of which 
are earned or issued in said foreign coun- 
tries, shall pass the Regents examination 
in second year English. The Regents cer- 
tificate above prescribed shall be deemed 
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to take effect as of the date of the com- 
pletion of the Regents examination, as the 
same shall appear upon.said certificate. 

V Study at law schools. The provisions 

of these rules for study at a law school must 
be fulfilled by good and regular attendance 
and successfully completing the prescribed 
course of instruction at an incorporated law 
school, or a law school connected with an 
' incorporated college or university, having 
a law department organized with competent 
instructors and professors, in which instruc- 
tion as hereinafter provided is regularly 
given. 
Good and regular attendance upon and 
the successful completion of the prescribed 
course of instruction at a law school, the 
school year of which shall consist of not 
less than thirty-two school weeks, exclusive 
of vacations, in which not less than ten 
hours of attendance upon law lectures or 
recitations of such prescribed course, to be 
given or conducted by regular members of 
the faculty, are required in each week, shall be 
deemed a year’s attendance under this rule. 

A period of time not exceeding six weeks 
actually spent in good and regular attendance 
upon and successful completion of law courses 
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equiring at least 10 hours of attendance 
'n each week in a summer session main- 
jcained in connection with a law _ school 
(>rganized as prescribed in this rule, shall 
/ ye allowed as a part of the period of clerk- 
‘ship or study otherwise prescribed by these 
rules. 


/ The same period of time shall not be 
duplicated for different purposes; except 
that a student attending a law school, as 
gerein provided, and who, during the vaca- 
tions of such school, not exceeding three 
months in any one year, shall pursue his 
‘studies in the office of a practising attorney, 
‘shall be allowed to count the time so occupied 
‘during such vacation or vacations as part 
‘of the clerkship in a law office specified in 
these rules; and except that a student attend- 
‘ing a law school as herein provided, or serv- 
ing a regular clerkship in the office of a 
practising attorney of the Supreme Court 
in this State, who, during the vacation of 
‘such school or of such clerkship, as in rule 
VI, provided, shall for a period not exceeding 
six weeks actually attend upon and success- 
fully complete a law course or courses in 
‘a summer session maintained in connection 
with a law school organized as prescribed 
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in this rule, may be allowed the time so spent 
as part of the clerkship in a law office as 
prescribed by these rules. 

VI Clerkship. The provisions of these 
rules for studying law by the service of a 
regular clerkship must be fulfilled by serving 
such clerkship in the office of a practising 
attorney of the Supreme Court in this State, 
after the candidate has attained the age of 
18 years. 

It shall be the duty of attorneys, with 
whom a clerkship shall be commenced, to 
file a certificate of the same in the office 
of the clerk of the Court of Appeals, which 
certificate shall, in each case, state the date 
of the beginning of the period of clerkship, 
and such period shall be deemed to commence 
at the time of such filing and shall be com- 
puted by the calendar year. 

In computing the period of clerkship a 
vacation actually taken, not exceeding two 
months in each year, shall be allowed as a 
part of such year. 

VII Proof to entitle candidate to exami- 
nation. The State Board of Law Examiners, 
before admitting an applicant to an exami- 
nation, shall require proof that the pre- 
liminary conditions prescribed by these rules 
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iave been fulfilled; which proof shall be 
‘nade as follows, namely: 

_ First. That the applicant is a college 
rraduate, by the production of his diploma, 
lor certificate of graduation, under the seal 
.of the college. 

_ Second. That he has been admitted to

,yroduction of his license, or certificate,

| Third. In all cases where the service of

age at which the applicant began his attend- 
ance at such law school. Said certificate 
and affidavit must, also, show that the 
law school prescribes the course of instruction 
contemplated by these rules, and each shall 
also contain the statement that said appli- 
cant took the prescribed course of instruction 
required at said school for the degree of 
bachelor of laws while in attendance thereat,

Eighth. The provisions of subdivision 4

VIII Examination. The examinatio 
held by such State Board of Examiners may 
be conducted by oral or written questions 
and answers, or partly oral and partly 
written, but shall be as nearly uniform. inj 
the knowledge and capacity which they! 
shall require, as is reasonably possible. 
Every applicant shall be given and required 
to pass a satisfactory examination in the 
canons of ethics adopted by the American 
Bar Association and by the New York State 
Bar Association.

tion:. In marking, due consideration will be 
given to the reasoning of the answers.

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Registration of Law Schools, or of Colleges 
and Universities 


The registration of schools of law or of 
colleges and universities lies entirely within 
the jurisdiction of the Regents and the 
State Board of Law Examiners agrees 
to recognize the credentials of no school 
of law, college or university not registered 
by the Regents as maintaining their re- 
quirements and the requirements of the 
rules of the Court of Appeals regulating ad- 
mission to the bar in this State taking effect 
July 1, 1911. 

Colleges and universities. Colleges and 
universities are registered by the Regents as 
meeting the requirements of the Court of 
Appeals on formal application only and a 
form in duplicate will be mailed to the 
president on application to the Assistant 
Commissioner and Director of Professional 
Education. If it appears that the institu- 
tion maintains approved standards of equip- 
ment and instruction and possesses resources 
at least equivalent to those prescribed by 
the laws of this State, the college or university 
will be recommended to the Regents 
for registration under section 403 of the 
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Regents Rules. Admission to or contin- 
‘aance on the roll of registration depends 
japon the furnishing of all the information 
requested and the meeting of the expense of 
such inspection as the Commissioner of Edu- 
cation deems advisable. 

Institutions without the United States and 
‘Canada are not recommended to the Regents 
for registration. The detailed record of each 
‘applicant is essential to determine what 
recognition is to be accorded the degrees or 
‘licenses from the institutions or examining 
‘bodies of Europe and other countries.

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Registration of law schools. Any incor- 
porated law school or a law school connected 
with an incorporated college or university 
having a law department organized with com- 
petent instructors and professors is regis- 
tered as meeting the requirements of the 
Court of Appeals on formal application only 
and a form in duplicate will be mailed to the 
dean on application to the Assistant Com- 
missioner for Higher Education. If it ap- 
pears that the school requires good and 
regular attendance upon and the successful 
completion of the prescribed course of in- 
struction; that the school year consists of 
not less than 32 school weeks, exclusive 
of vacations, in which not less than ten 
hours of attendance upon law lectures and 
recitations are required in each week; that 
the law lectures or recitations of such pre- 
scribed course are given or conducted by 
regular members of the faculty, the school 
may be recommended to the Regents for the 
registration of one or more years as it re 
quires one or more years of attendance under 
the rules. 

Law schools unable to meet these stand- 
ards in full may be accredited by the De- 
partment for one or more years of law study 
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as they meet the requirements. for admission 
and for professional] training required by the 
rules of the Court and of the Regents. 

Comity of action in the transfer of students 
from one professional school to another. The 
Department does not consider a course in a 
law school satisfactory within the meaning 
of the Court’s rule if more than two condi- 
tions. one major of 100 hours and one minor 
of 50 hours, are allowed students for pro- 
motion from one year’s class to the next.

§ 66, 3 Prohibitions. No diploma or 
degree shall be conferred in this State except 
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by a regularly organized institution of learn- 
ing, meeting all requirements of law and of 
the University. 


Regents Rules 


§ 21 Application. An educational in- 
stitution desiring admission to or incorpora- 
tion or registration by the University must 
file a written application giving the informa- 
tion requested in the form prescribed by the 
President of the University. Such applica- 
tion must be on file in the University at 
least ten days before the meeting of the 
Regents at which action thereon is to be 
taken. 

§ 24 College defined. An institution 
to be ranked as a college must have at least 
eight professors giving their entire time to 
instruction therein; must require for admis- 
sion not less than four years of academic or 
high school preparation, or its equivalent; 
and must maintain a curriculum of four full 
years of approved grade in liberal arts and 
sciences. 


§ 40 Diplomas. No diploma shall be 
conferred which does not represent four 
years or their equivalent of work of a grade 
above the elementary or grammar school. 
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§ 44 Professional and technical schools. 
No professional or technical school in this 
State shall confer any honorary degree, nor 
shall it confer any degree on examination 
except for completing its course of study in 
subjects for which the school is registered 
by the University as having equipment, 
faculty and course of instruction not below 
its established minimum. 

§ 45 Preliminary education required. No 
degree shall be conferred for completion of 
a course of study or on examination, unless 
the candidate has a preliminary general edu- 
cation of at least a four-year high school 
course or its equivalent, as determined by 
the University rules. Satisfactory evidence 
of such preliminary education must be offered 
before beginning the course of study for the 
degree. 

-§ 400 Definitions. a Colleges. An insti- 
tution that though taking the name, in reality 
does work of a lower grade, may not be 
recognized as a college or university. Col- 
leges of theology, law, education, medicine, 
dentistry, pharmacy, veterinary medicine, 
business and all similar professional and 
technical schools shall not be registered as 
colleges. 
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b Accrediting. Institutions unable to meet 
the. standards required by the Regents for 
registration in full shall be accredited by 
the Department for one or more years as 
they meet the requirements for admission 
and for graduation set by the Regents 
standards. 

c Hours. An hour is the measure of the 
work prepared for a weekly recitation, lec- 
ture or quiz in a higher institution. Two 
hours of practice or demonstration in a 
laboratory are considered equivalent to a 
recitation hour. A minimum year is 15 reci- 
tation hours for 34 weeks (510 hours) or 
the equivalent. One hundred thirty hours 
are the equivalent of 5 counts. 

§ 403 College allowance for the study 
of law. A college or university may be 
registered as meeting the order of the Court 
of Appeals for the admission of attorneys 
and counselors at law when it gives a course 
of college instruction that requires as a con- 
dition of graduation at least six full years 
in liberal arts and sciences in addition to a 
completed eight-year elementary course. 

§ 404 General credentials. Credentials 
from colleges, universities, professional, tech- 
nical and other schools maintaining lower 
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requirements than those enumerated in sec- 
tion 401, and not coming under the meaning 
of .... section 403 may be rated in propor- 
tion to the work actually done, as compared 
with the definition of a college in section 24. 


§ 405 Recognition accorded accredited 
professional schools. Professional schools 
registered by the Regents shall give the work 
of accredited institutions no higher recog- 
nition than that accorded such institutions 
in the University’s accredited list, namely: 
(1) the successful completion of a four-year 
course in a professional school accredited by 
the University for three years shall be ac- 
corded three years’ recognition only; (2) the 
successful completion of a three-year course 
in a professional school accredited by the 
University for two years shall be accorded 
two years’ recognition only; (3) the success- 
ful completion of a two-year course in a 
professional school accredited by the Uni- 
versity for one year shall be accorded one 
year’s recognition only. 


A registered school may refuse to accord 
an accredited institution the recognition 
given it by the Department but it may not 
give it any higher recognition. 
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Schools of Law 

§ 407 Requirements. On formal appli- 
cation a school of law may be registered 
as maintaining the law school standards re- 
quired by the rules of the Court of Appeals 
and the Regents of The University of the 
State of New York in relation to the admis- 
sion of attorneys and counselors at law. 

(1) It must be an incorporated law school. 
or a law school connected with an incorpor- 
ated college or university having a law de- 
partment organized with competent instruc- 
tors and professors, in which instruction, 
as hereinafter provided, is regularly given; 
(2) it must have suitable equipment and re- 
sources; (3) competent instructors; (4) 
classroom and library facilities; (5) it must 
require that before beginning the course for 
the degree all matriculates afford evidence 
of a general preliminary education equivalent 
to at least a four-year high school course 
after eight years of elementary preparation; 
(6) it must require good and regular attend- 
ance and the successful completion of a pre- 
scribed course of three years of instruction; 
(7) it must maintain a school year consist- 
ing of not less than 32 school weeks, exclu- 
sive of vacations, in which not less than 10 
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hours of attendance upon law lectures or 
recitations of such prescribed course shall be 
given or conducted by regular members of 
the faculty in each week; (8) it must re- 
quire residence during at least the last year 
of the course before it confers the degree 
of LL.B.; (9) it must require that the grad- 
uate be of good moral character and at least 
21 years of age. 

Law schools that can not be registered as 
affording three full years of instruction as 
above provided may be accredited by the 
University for one or two years. 
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Rules of the Court of Appeals for the Ad- 
mission of Attorneys and Counselors 
at. Law 
As amended to 1921 

I General regulation as to admission. 
No person shall be admitted to practise as an 
attorney or counselor in any court of record 
of the State except upon an order of the 
Appellate Division of the Supreme Court ad- 
mitting him to the bar and licensing him to 
practise upon compliance with these rules. 

II Admission without examination. 
The following classes of persons may in the 
discretion of the Appellate Division be ad- 
mitted and licensed without examination: 

1 Any person admitted to practise and 
who has practised five years as a member of 
the bar in the highest law court in any other 
state or territory of the American Union or 
in the District of Columbia. 

2 Any person admitted to practise and 
who has practised five years in another 
country whose jurisprudence is based on the 
principles of the English common law. 

3 Any American citizen domiciled in a 
foreign country whose jurisprudence is based 
on the principles of the English common law 
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holding a diploma or degree which would 
entitle him to practise law in the courts of 
such foreign country if a citizen thereof. 

Any person admitted under this rule must 
possess the other qualifications required by 
these rules and must produce a letter of re- 
commendation from one of the judges of 
the highest law court of such other state or 
country, or furnish other satisfactory evi- 
dence of character and qualifications. 

An attorney and counselor from another 
state or foreign jurisdiction may in the dis- 
cretion of any court of record be admitted 
pro hac vice to participate in the trial or 
argument of any cause in which he may be 
employed. 

III Admission on examination. Three 
classes of persons may be admitted to the 
bar upon examination: 

1 Persons who are not graduates of a col- 
lege or university ; 

2 Persons who are graduates of a college 
or university ; and 

3 Persons who have been admitted as at- 
torneys and have practised three years in 
another state or country. 

In each class the applicant must prove by 
his own affidavit to the satisfaction of the 
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State Board of Law Examiners that he is a 
citizen of the United States, 21 years of age, 
stating his age, and an actual and not a con- 
structive resident of the State for not less 
than six months immediately preceding and 
that he has not been examined for admission 
to practise and been refused admission within 
four months, and that he has studied law in 
the manner and according to the conditions 
in these rules prescribed. 

Applicants in the first class (that is, per- 
sons who are not graduates of a college or 
university) must have studied law for a 
period of four years. Such an applicant may 
pursue his course of law study wholly by 
serving a clerkship in the office of a practis- 
ing attorney; or partly by serving such 
clerkship and partly by attending a law 
school; but every such applicant must serve 
such clerkship for a period of at least one 
year continuously either before examination 
by the State Board of Law Examiners or 
after such examination and prior to admis- 
sion to the bar. Military or naval service 
time, when not otherwise allowed, may be 
counted as part of the required continuous 
year of law clerkship irrespective of the 
time of its service. 
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But the provision of this rule requiring 
every such applicant to serve a clerkship 
for a period of at least one year continu- 
ously shall not apply to an applicant who has 
successfully completed two years in a col- 
lege or university and shall thereafter have 
attended a law school for a period of four 
years. 

Applicants in the second class (that is, 
persons who are graduates of a college or 
university) must have studied law for a 
period of three years. Such an applicant 
may pursue his course of law study wholly 
by serving a clerkship in the office of a prac- 
tising attorney; or wholly by attending a 
law school; or partly by serving such clerk- 
ship and partly by attending a law school. 

Applicants in the third class (that is, per- 
sons who have been admitted as attorneys 
and have practised three years in another 
state or country) must have studied law for 
a period of one year within this State and 
pursue such course of study either by serv- 
ing a clerkship or by attendance upon a law 
school as the applicant may elect. 

Candidates for admission to the bar under 
this rule (that is, upon examination) may be 
admitted and licensed upon producing and 
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filing with the court the certificate of the 
State Board of Law Examiners that the ap- 
plicant has satisfactorily passed the examina- 
tion prescribed by these rules and has com- 
plied with their provisions, and upon produc- 
ing and filing with the court, in the case of 
applicants in the first class (that is, persons 
who are not graduates of a college or uni- 
versity), except in the case of a candidate 
who has completed two years in a college or 
university and has thereafter attended a law 
school for a period of four years, evidence 
that he has served a regular clerkship of one 
year in this State with an attorney or attor- 
neys in regular practice, either before--or 
after having passed such examination. ‘The 
applicant must also produce and file evi- 
dence that he is a person of good moral 
character which must be shown by the aff- 
davits of two reputable persons of the town 
or city in which he resides, one of whom 
must be a practising attorney of the Supreme 
Court. Such affidavits must state that the 
applicant is, to the knowledge. of the affiant, 
a person of good moral character, and must 
set forth in detail the facts upon which such 
knowledge is based; but such affidavits shall 
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not be conclusive and the court may make 
further examination and inquiry. 

If the applicant be a graduate of a college, 
or university, he must have pursued the pre- 
scribed course of law study after his gradu- 
ation; provided, however, if such graduate 
of a college or university has pursued the 
first year of his law study in an approved 
law school, and said year of study was pre- 
requisite for his graduation from such col- 
lege or university, then such year of law 
school study, if successfully completed, shall 
be deemed to be and shall be accepted as a 
part of said prescribed course of law study ; 
and if the applicant be a person admitted 
to the bar of another state or country, he 
must have pursued his prescribed period of 
law study after having remained as a prac- 
tising attorney in such other state or coun- 
try for the period of three years. 

IlIl-a Examinations dispensed with. 
The examination is dispensed with in the 
case of any applicant entitled to examina- 
tion under these rules who is a graduate of 
a law school duly registered by the Regents 
‘of the University of the State of New York 
which requires a three-year course for grad- 
uation and who has been prevented from 
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entering two examinations next following 
his graduation by actual and necessary ser- 
vice in the military or naval forces of the 
United States. Such applicant shall produce 
before the State Board of Law Examiners, 
in addition to the proof required by these 
rules of applicants for examination his di- 
ploma and satisfactory evidence of adequate 
instruction in New York pleading and prac- 
tice and of such military or naval service. 
Each applicant shall pay the examiners the 
fee provided by rule VIII. The State Board 
of Law Examiners shall certify to the Ap- 
pellate Division of the Supreme Court in 
the department in which any such person 
resides that the examination has been dis- 
pensed with. The examination in substan- 
tive law and evidence alone may be dispensed 
with in case the applicant has had no satis- 
factory instruction in New York pleading 
and practice. 

III-b The examination is dispensed with in 
the case of any applicant entitled to exami- 
nation under these rules, who is a graduate 
of a law school duly registered by the Re- 
gents of The University of the State of 
New York, which requires a_ three-year 
course for graduation, and whose course of 
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law school study was interrupted by actual 
and necessary service in the military or 
naval forces of the United States for not 
less than twelve months, provided the said 
applicant was a bona fide resident of this 
State at the time of the commencement of 
his attendance upon said law school. Such 
applicant shall produce before the State 
Board of Law Examiners, in addition to the 
proofs required by these rules of applicants 
for examination, his diploma and satisfac- 
tory evidence of adequate instruction in New 
York pleading and practice and of such mili- 
tary or naval service. Each applicant shall 
pay the examiners the fee provided by rule 
VIII. The State Board of Law Examiners 
shall certify to the Appellate Division of 
the Supreme Court in the department in 
which any such applicant resides that the ex- 
amination has been dispensed with. The 
examination in substantive law and evidence 
alone may be dispensed with in case the ap- 
plicant has had no satisfactory instruction 
in New York pleading and practice. 

IV Preliminary studies. All candidates 
for admission to the bar upon examination, 
except applicants in the third class men- 
tioned in rule III (that is, persons who have 
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been admitted and have practised three years 
in another state or country), must have pur- 
sued a preliminary course of study evidenced 
by graduation from a college or university, 
or by passing a Regents examination or the 
equivalent, as hereinafter prescribed: 
Applicants who are not graduates of a col- 
lege, or university, subject to the limitations 
and requirements hereinafter, in this sub- 
division, expressed, or members of the bar 
as above described, before entering upon the 
clerkship or attendance ata law school herein 
prescribed shall have passed an examination 
conducted under the authority and in accord- 
ance with the ordinances and rules of The 
University of the State of New York, in 
English, three years; mathematics, two 
years; Latin, two years; science, one year; 
history, two years; or in their substantial 
equivalents as defined by the rules of the 
University, and shall have filed a certificate 
of such fact, signed by the Commissioner 
of Education, with the clerk of the Court of 
Appeals, whose duty it shall be to return 
to the person named therein a certified copy 
of the same, showing the date of such filing. 
The Regents may accept as the equivalent 
of and substitute for the examination in this 
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rule prescribed, either, first, a certificate, 
properly authenticated, of having success- 
fully completed a full year’s course of study 
in any college or university; second, a cer- 
tificate, properly authenticated, of having 
satisfactorily completed a four years’ course 
of study in any institution registered by the 
Regents as maintaining a satisfactory aca- 
demic standard; or, third, a Regents diploma. 

All graduates of a college or university 
existing under the government or laws of 
any foreign country other than those where 
English is the language of the people, and 
all applicants who apply for law students 
certificates upon equivalents or substitutes, 
as above provided, all or any part of which 
are earned or issued in said foreign coun- 
tries, shall pass the Regents examination 
in second year English. The Regents cer- 
tificate above prescribed shall be deemed to 
take effect as of the date of the completion 
of the Regents examination, as the same 
shall appear upon said certificate. 

V Study at law schools. The pro- 
visions of these rules for study at a law 
school must be fulfilled by good and regular 
attendance and successfully completing the 
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prescribed course of instruction at an incor- 
porated law school, or a law school con- 
nected with an incorporated college or uni- 
versity, having a law department organized 
with competent instructors and professors, 
in which instruction as hereinafter provided 
is regularly given. 


A fourth year of attendance at a law 
school may be taken after the successful 
completion of the prescribed three year 
course and credit given therefor, provided 
the applicant has also previously success- 
fully completed two years in a college or 
university, and further provided that a pre- 
scribed graduate course of instruction is 
offered for such year and successfully com- 
pleted by the applicant. 


Good and regular attendance upon and 
the successful completion of the prescribed 
course of instruction at a law school, the 
school year of which shall consist of not 
less than thirty-two school weeks, exclusive 
of vacations, in which not less than ten 
hours of attendance upon law lectures or 
recitations of such prescribed course, to be 
given or conducted by regular members of 
the faculty, are required in each week, shall 
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be deemed a year’s attendance under this 
rule. 

A period of time not exceeding six weeks 
actually spent in good and regular attend- 
ance upon and successful completion of law 
courses requiring at least 10 hours of at- 
tendance in each week in a summer session 
maintained in connection with a law school 
organized as prescribed in this rule, shall 
be allowed as a part of the period of clerk- 
ship or study otherwise prescribed by these 
rules. 

The same period of time shall not be 
duplicated for different purposes; except that 
a student attending a law school, as herein 
provided, and who, during the vacations of 
such school, not exceeding three months in 
any one year, shall pursue his studies in the 
office of a practising attorney, shall be al- 
lowed to count the time so occupied during 
such vacation or vacations as part of the 
clerkship in a law office specified in these 
rules; and except that a student attending 
a law school as herein provided, or serving 
a regular clerkship in the office of a prac- 
tising attorney of the Supreme Court in 
this State, who, during the vacation of such 
school or of such clerkship, as in rule VI, 
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provided, shall for a period not exceeding 
six weeks actually attend upon and success- 
fully complete a law course or courses in 
a summer session maintained in connection 
with a law school organized as prescribed in 
this rule, may be allowed the time so spent 
as part of the clerkship in a law office as 
prescribed by these rules. 

VI Clerkship. The provisions of these 
rules for studying law by the service of a 
regular clerkship must be fulfilled by serving 
such clerkship in the office of a practising 
attorney of the Supreme Court in this State, 
after the candidate has attained the age of 
18 years. 

It shall be the duty of attorneys, with 
whom a clerkship shall be commenced, to 
file a certificate of the same in the office of 
the clerk of the Court of Appeals, which 
certificate shall, in each case, state the date 
of the beginning of the period of clerkship, 
and such period shall be deemed to commence 
at the time of such filing and shall be com- 
puted by the calendar year. 

In computing the period of clerkship a 
vacation actually taken, not exceeding two 
months in each year, shall be allowed as a 
part of such year. 
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VII Proof to entitle candidate to ex- 
amination. The State Board of Law Ex- 
aminers, before admitting an applicant to an 
examination, shall require proof that the pre- 
liminary conditions prescribed by these rules 
have been fulfilled; which proof shall be 
made as follows, namely: 

First. That the applicant is a college 
graduate, by the production of his diploma, 
or certificate of graduation, under the seal 
of the college. 

Second. That he has been admitted to 
the bar of another state or country, by the 
production of his license, or certificate, exe- 
cuted by the proper authorities. 

Third. In all cases where the service of 
a clerkship is required, that he has served 
a regular clerkship in the office of a prac- 
tising attorney of the Supreme Court in 
this State, after the age of 18 years, by 
producing and filing with the board a cer- 
tified copy of the attorney’s certificate, as 
filed in the office of the clerk of the Court 
of Appeals, and producing and filing an affi- 
davit of the attorney or attorneys with whom 
such clerkship was served, showing the 
actual service of such a clerkship, the con- 
tinuance and end thereof, and that not more 
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than two months’ vacation was taken in any 
one year. Both of said affidavits must be 
to the effect that during the entire period of 
such clerkship, except during the stated 
vacation time, the applicant was actually 
employed by said attorney as a regular law 
clerk and student in his law office, and un- 
der his direction and advice, engaged in the 
practical work of the office during the usual 
business hours of the day. 

Fourth. The time of study allowed in a 
law school must be proved by the certificate 
of the teacher or president of the faculty, 
under whose instructions the person has 
studied, under the seal of the school, if such 
there be, in addition to the affidavit of the 
applicant, which must, also, state the age at 
which the applicant began his attendance at 
such law school. Said certificate and affi- 
davit must, also, show that the law school 
prescribes the course of instruction con- 
templated by these rules, and each shall also 
contain the statement that said applicant 
took the prescribed course of instruction 
required at said school for the degree of 
bachelor of Jaws while in attendance thereat, 
and bona fide took and successfully passed 
all examinations in all the subjects required 
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for said degree during such period of attend- 
ance, in each case specifying the subjects in 
which said applicant took and passed his ex- 
aminations as aforesaid, which proof must 
be satisfactory to the Board of Examiners. 

Fifth. That the applicant has passed the 
Regents examination, or its equivalent, must 
be proved by the production of a certified 
copy of the Regents certificate filed in the 
office of the clerk of the Court of Appeals, 
as hereinbefore provided. 

Sixth. When it satisfactorily appears that 
any diploma, affidavit, or certificate, required 
to be produced has been lost, or destroyed, 
without the fault of the applicant, or has 
been unjustly refused or withheld, or by the 
death or absence of the person or officer 
who should have made it, can not be ob- 
tained, the Board of Law Examiners may 
accept such other proof of the requisite facts 
as they shall deem sufficient. 

Seventh. A law student whose clerkship, 
or attendance at a law school, has already 
begun, as shown by the records of the Court 
of Appeals, or of any incorporated law 
school, or law school established in cornec- 
tion with any college or university, may, at 
his option, file or produce, instead of the 
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proofs required by these rules, those required 
by the Rules of the Court of Appeals in 
force June 1, 1908. 

Eighth. The provisions of subdivision 4 
of this rule so far as applicable shall apply 
to persons making proof of the time of study 
allowed at summer sessions of a law school. 

VIII Examination. The examination 
held by such State Board of Examiners may 
be conducted by oral or written questions 
and answers, or partly oral and partly writ- 
ten, but shall be as nearly uniform in the 
knowledge and capacity which they shall re- 
quire, as is reasonably possible. Every appli- 
cant shall be given and required to pass a 
satisfactory examination in the canons of 
ethics adopted by the American Bar Asso- 
ciation and by the New York State Bar 
Association. An applicant who has failed 
to pass one examination can not again be ex- 
amined, until at least four months after 
such failure. 

The State Board of Law Examiners shall 
be paid as compensation, each, the sum of 
two thousand dollars per year, and, in ad- 
dition, such further sum as the court may 
direct, and an annual sum not exceeding 
thirty-five hundred dollars per year shall be 
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allowed for necessary disbursements of the 
Board. Every applicant for examination 
shall pay to the examiners a fee of twenty- 
five dollars, which shall be applied upon the 
compensation and allowance above provided, 
and any surplus thereafter remaining ‘shall 
be held by the treasurer of the State Board 
of Law Examiners and deposited in some 
bank, in good standing, in the city of Albany 
to his credit and subject to his draft as such 
treasurer, when approved by the Chief 
Judge. 

IX Relief from excusable mistakes. 
When the filing of a certificate, as required 
by these rules, has been omitted by excusable 
mistake, or without fault, the court may 
order such filing as of the proper date. 

X Additional rules by the Appellate 
Division. The justices of the Appellate 
Division in each department may adopt for 
their several and respective departments such 
additional special rules for ascertaining the 
moral and general fitness of applicants as to 
such justices may seem proper. 

These rules shall take effect on July 1, 
1911. 
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Admission to the Bar 


No person is admitted to practise as an 
attorney or counselor at law in any court of 
record of the State except upon the order 
of the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court admitting him to the bar and licens- 
ing him to practise upon compliance with the 
rules of the Court of Appeals. 

Preliminary education. The law stu- 
dent who began the study of law prior to 
June 1, 1908 and who has failed to qualify 
prior to July 1, 1911, under the rules in force 
when he began his study of law, must qualify 
under the higher requirements of the rules 
in effect June 1, 1908. An examination in 
what are called the set subjects must cover 
all the subjects, namely; English —three 
years, 12 counts; mathematics — algebra 
and geometry, 10 counts; Latin — grammar, 
composition and Caesar, 10 counts; science — 
physics, 5 counts; history — American _his- 
tory and civics, history of Great Britain and 
Ireland, and economics, 10 counts; there can 
not be any equivalents or substitutes therefor 
or for any of them, and if a student passes 
in, say, four out of the five set subjects he 
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must perforce pass in other subjects to ag- 
gregate 72 counts as provided by the Regents 
rules referred to above in order to become 
entitled to a law student certificate. The law 
student certificate issued on the set subjects 
is not to be construed, or considered, or 
called a 45 count certificate and counts in 
the manner used by the Regents are not to 
be applied thereto when the examinations 
in the set subjects in their entirety are taken, 
or passed, or a law student certificate is 
issued thereon. 


Law student certificate. The law stu- 
dent certificate, official evidence of the ful- 
filment of the preliminary requirements for 
beginning the study of law, may be acquired 
in any one of the following ways: 


1 By presenting evidence, upon forms fur- 
nished by the Department, of the successful 
completion of four years’ work in an ap- 
proved secondary school. 

2 By earning an academic or college en- 
trance diploma on Regents examinations in 
the schools. 

3 By presenting evidence of the success- 
ful completion of one full year’s work in an 
approved college or university.

4 By presenting evidence of the success- 
ful completion of the work in another state 
or in a foreign country equivalent to the 
completion of a four-year course in an ap- 
proved New York State secondary school. 


5 By presenting froma professional school 
evidence of the completion of work recog- 
nized as the equivalent of one or more years 
of work in an approved secondary school to- 
gether with sufficient additional credits to 
make the full equivalent of a four-year 
course in an approved secondary school. 
Under this head allowance is made for grad- 
uation from registered schools of theology, 
medicine, .dentistry, pharmacy and veter- 
inary medicine. 

6 By earning 72 academic counts in Re- 
gents examinations, with a rating of at least 
75 per cent in each subject, as follows, 
(a) required, 56 counts; English three years, 
12 counts; English fourth year, 4 counts; 
any second year foreign language, 10 counts; 
elementary algebra, 5 counts; plane geome- 
try, 5 counts; two of the three sciences, 
physics, chemistry, biology, 10 counts; 
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American history, 5 counts; modern history 
1 or modern history 2 or social science (civ- 
ics and economics), 5 counts. 

(b) Electives, 16 counts: 

An additional second year of a foreign 
language, namely, Latin second year, Greek 
second year, French second year, German 
second year, Spanish second year, Italian 
second year, or Hebrew second year, 10 
counts; physics, 5 counts; chemistry, 5 
counts; biology, 5 counts; physical geog- 
raphy, 5 counts; intermediate algebra, 2 
counts; advanced algebra, 3 counts; solid 
geometry, 2 counts; plane trigonometry, 2 
counts; modern history 1, 5 counts; modern 
history 2, 5 counts; civics, 214 counts; eco- 
nomics, 21% counts; commercial arithmetic, 
5 counts; bookkeeping 1, 5 counts: book- 
keeping 2, 5 counts; shorthand, 100 word 
test, 10 counts; drawing, 6 counts. 

The President of the University may, un- 
der extraordinary conditions, in his discre- 
tion, waive the time limit within which the 
certificate may be earned. 


7 By passing Regents examinations to sup- 
plement one or more successful years of 
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work in an approved school. Eighteen counts 
are allotted for each year of such work. All 
candidates who present evidence of the par- 
tial completion of a secondary school course 
will be advised in what subjects it will be 
necessary for them to pass examinations to 
complete the requirements for a law student 
certificate. So far as practicable, the addi- 
tional examinations necessary will be based 
upon the requirements for the 72 count 
certificate as indicated in paragraph 6. 


Special examination in English. All 
applicants for a law student certificate upon 
credentials from foreign countries other than 
those in which English is the language of 
the people, all or a part of which are earned 
or issued in such foreign countries, must 
pass a special examination in English. No 
counts are granted in the special ogi ex- 
amination. 


Approved secondary course. Four 
years of secondary work based on eight 
years of elementary or the: equivalent are 
required for the registration of secondary 
schools whose certificates are to be accepted 
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in lieu of examinations. An approved sec- 
ondary course requires at least four sub- 
jects, 38 weeks a year, 18 periods a week, 
45 minutes a period, with satisfactory stand- 
ing. Institutions are registered in full or 
in part as they offer one or more years’ 
work equivalent to that presented in the fol- 
lowing outline. The maximum allowance 
in lieu of examinations that can be accorded 
to a certificate for the successful comple- 
tion of a full year’s work in a registered 
secondary school is 18 counts. 

Outlined course of study for admission 
to law schools. The course of study 
should be made up from among the subjects 
scheduled for each year in the following 
table. 

Subjects followed by the letter a should 
be required of all pupils preparing to enter 
law schools. 

Subjects followed by the letter b should 
be required of all pupils preparing to enter 
dental schools. 

Subjects followed by the letter c should 
be required of all pupils preparing to enter 
medical schools.

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Rules of the New York State Board of 
Law Examiners 


1 Each applicant for examination must file 
’ with the secretary of the board, at least 
fifteen days before the day appointed for 
holding the examination at which he intends 
to apply, the preliminary proofs required by 
the “ Rules of the Court of Appeals for the 
admission of attorneys and counselors at 
law,” from which it must appear affirma- 
tively and specifically that all the prelim- 
inary conditions prescribed by said rules 
have been fulfilled, and also proof of the 
residence of the applicant for six months 
prior to the date of the said examination, 
giving place, with street and number, if 
any, which must be made by his own affi- 
davit. Said affidavit must also state that 
such residence is actual and not construc- 
tive. The board in its discretion may order 
additional proofs of residence to be filed, 
and may require an applicant to appear in 
person before it, or some member thereof, 
and be examined concerning his qualifica- 
tions to be admitted to the examinations. 
The examination fee of $25 must be paid 
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to the treasurer at the time the application 
for examination is filed. 

To entitle an applicant to a reexamination, 
he must notify the secretary by mail of his 
desire therefor, at least fifteen days before 
the examination at which he intends to ap- 
pear and file with him, at the same time, his 
own affidavit stating that he is and has been 
for the six months prior to such examination 
an actual and not constructive resident of 
this State, giving the place of such residence, 
and street and number, if any, and that he 
has not been examined for admission to 
practise and been refused admission within 
four months of the examination at which 
he intends to apply. 


2 Each applicant must be a citizen of the 
State, of full age; he may be examined in 
any department, whether a resident thereof 
or not, but the fact of his having passed the 
examination will be certified to the Appellate 
Division of the judicial department in which 
he has resided for the six months prior to 
his examination. He must, however, entitle 
his papers in the department in which he 
resides, and must appear for examination 
in the department in which he entitles his 
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papers, unless permission of the board other- 
wise be granted, at least fifteen days before 
the day appointed for holding the examina- 
tion. 

3 In applying the provisions of rules III 
and VII of the “ Rules of the Court of Ap- 
peals for the admission of attorneys and 
counselors at law,” the board will require 
proof that the college or university of which 
an applicant claims to be a graduate, main- 
tains a satisfactory standard in respect to 
the course of studies completed by him. 
In case the college or university is registered 
with the Board of Regents of the State of 
New York as maintaining such standard, 
the applicant must submit to the board, 
with his diploma or certificate of graduation, 
the certificate of the said Board of Regents 
to that effect, which will be accepted by 
this board as prima facie evidence of the 
fact. Such certificate need not be filed in 
cases where the Board of Regents, by a 
general certificate, has certified to this board 
that the said college or university maintains 
a satisfactory college standard leading to the 
degree with which the applicant graduated. 
In all other cases the applicant must submit 
with his diploma or certificate of graduation 
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satisfactory proof of the course of study 
completed by him and of the character of 
the college or university of which he claims 
to be a graduate. 

4 The papers filed by each applicant must 
be attached together, and there must be 
indorsed upon them the name and residence 
of the applicant. The papers must be 
entitled, “In the matter of the application 
of ———————— for admission to the bar.” 
Each applicant must state the beginning 
and the end of each term spent in a law 
school, his age when he began his attendance 
upon the law school, as well as the begin- 
ning and the end of each vacation that he 
has had. 


5 An applicant who has been admitted to 
the bar as an attorney in another state or 
country, and who has remained therein as 
a practising attorney for the period of three 
years, may prove the latter fact by his own 
affidavit, and must present also a certificate 
from a judge of the court in which he was 
admitted, or from a county judge in said 
state, certifying that the applicant had re- 
mained in said state or country as a prac- 
tising attorney for said period of three 
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years, after he had been admitted as an at- 
torney therein. The signature of the judge 
must be certified to by the clerk of the court 
or by the county clerk under the seal of the 
court. 

6 The board will divide the subjects of ex- 
amination into two groups, as follows: group 
one, pleading and practice and evidence; 
group two, substantive law, namely, real 
property, contracts, partnership, negotiable 
paper, principal and agent, principal and 
surety, insurance, bailments, carriers and 
public utilities, sales, criminal law, torts, 
wills and administration, equity and trusts, 
corporations, including municipal corpora- 
tions, domestic relations, the canons of ethics 
and the constitutions of New York State 
and of the United States. The examina- 
tions will be held on two consecutive days 
in January, April, June and October in 
each year. The first day’s examination will 
be in group 2, substantive law, 36 questions 
with a time limit of seven hours, divided 
into a morning session of three hours from 
9 a. m. to 12 m. with 16 questions and an 
afternoon session of four hours from 1 p. m. 
to 5 p. m. with 20 questions. The second 
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day’s examination will be in group 1, plead- 
ing, practice and evidence containing 24 
questions with a time limit of five hours 
from 9 a. m. to 2 p.m. No further time 
will be given. Jn marking, due considera- 
tion will be given to the reasoning of the 
answers. Each applicant will be required 
to obtain the requisite standard in both 
groups and on his entire paper to entitle him 
to a certificate from the board. If he ob- 
tains the required standard in either group 
and not on his entire paper he will receive 
a pass card for the group which he passes 
and will not be required to be reexamined 
therein. He will be reexamined in the 
group in which he failed or on the entire 
paper if he failed in both groups at any 
subsequent examination for which he is 
eligible, four months thereafter, and for 
which he gives notice as required by these 
rules. 


Nore. Applicants should file their papers at 
the earliest possible moment; amendable defects 
may be discovered, which can be corrected if at- 
tended to promptly. 
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Registration of Law Schools, or of Col- 
leges and Universities 


The registration of schools of law or of 
colleges and universities lies entirely within 
the jurisdiction of the Regents and the 
State Board of Law Examiners agrees to 
recognize the credentials of no school of ° 
law, college or university not registered by 
the Regents as maintaining their require- 
ments and the requirements of the rules of 
the Court of Appeals regulating admission 
to the bar in this State taking effect July 1, 
1911. 


Colleges and universities. Colleges and 
universities are registered by the Regents as 
meeting the requirements of the Court of 
Appeals on formal application only and a 
form in duplicate will be mailed to the 
president on application to the Assistant 
Commissioner and Director of Professional 
Education. Jf it appears that the institu- 
tion maintains approved standards of equip- 
ment and instruction and possesses resources 
at least equivalent to those prescribed by the | 
laws of this State, the college or university 
will be recommended to the Regents for 
registration under section 403 of the Regents 
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Rules. Admission to or continuance on the 
roll of registration depends upon the fur- 
nishing of all the information requested and 
the meeting of the expense of such in- 
spection as the Commissioner of Education 
deems advisable. 

Institutions without the United States and 
Canada are not recommended to the Regents 
for registration. The detailed record of each 
applicant is essential to determine what 
recognition is to be accorded the degrees or 
licenses from the institutions or examining 
bodies of Europe and other countries.

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Registraton of law schools. Any in- 
corporated law school or a law school con- 
nected with an incorporated college or uni- 
versity having a law department organized 
with competent instructors and professors is 
registered as meeting the requirements of the 
Court of Appeals on formal application only 
and a form in duplicate will be mailed to the 
dean on application to the Assistant Com- 
missioner and Director of Professional Edu- 
cation. If it appears that the school requires 
good and regular attendance upon and the 
successful completion of the prescribed 
course of instruction; that the school year 
consists of not less than 32 school weeks, ex- 
clusive of vacations, in which not less than 
ten hours of attendance upon law lectures 
and recitations are required in each week; 
that the law lectures or recitations of such 
prescribed course are given or conducted by 
regular members of the faculty, the school 
may be recommended to the Regents for the 
registration of one or more years as it re- 
quires one or more years of attendance under 
the rules. 

Law schools unable to meet these stand- 
ards in full may be accredited by the De- 
partment for one or more years of law study 
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as they meet the requirements for admission 
and for professional training required by the 
rules of the Court and of the Regents. 

Comity of action in the transfer of stu- 
dents from one professional school to an- 
other. The Department does not con- 
sider a course in a law school satisfactory 
within the meaning of the Court’s rule if 
more than two conditions, one major of 100 
hours and one minor of 50 hours, are allowed 
students for promotion from one year’s class 
to the next.

Department Bulletin no. 7, issued December

No diploma or 
degree shall be conferred in this State except

§ 21 Application. An educational in- 
stitution desiring admission to or incorpora- 
tion or registration by the University must 
file a written application giving the informa- 
tion requested in the form prescribed by the 
President of the University. Such applica- 
tion must be on file in the University at 
least ten days before the meeting of the 
Regents at which action thereon is to be 
taken. 


§ 24 College defined. An institution 
to be ranked as a college must have at least 
eight professors giving their entire time to 
instruction therein; must require for admis- 
sion not less than four years of academic or 
high school preparation, or its equivalent; 
and must maintain a curriculum of four full 
years of approved grade in liberal arts and 
sciences.

Col- 
leges of theology, law, education, medicine, 
dentistry, pharmacy, veterinary medicine, 
business and all similar professional and 
technical schools shall not be registered as 
colleges. 
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b Accrediting. Institutions unable to meet 
the standards required by the Regents for 
registration in full shall be accredited by 
the Department for one or more years as 
they meet the requirements for admission 
and for graduation set by the Regents 
standards. 

c Hours. An hour is the measure of the 
work prepared for a weekly recitation, lec- 
ture or quiz in a higher institution. Two 
hours of practice or demonstration in a 
laboratory are considered equivalent to a 
recitation hour. A minimum year is 15 reci- 
tation hours for 34 weeks (510 hours) or 
the equivalent. One hundred thirty hours 
are the equivalent of 5 counts. 

§ 403 College allowance for the study 
of law. A college or university may be 
registered as meeting the order of the Court 
of Appeals for the admission of attorneys 
and counselors at law when it gives a course 
of college instruction that requires as a con- 
dition of graduation at least six full years 
in liberal arts and sciences in addition to a 
completed eight-year elementary course. 

§ 404 General credentials. Credentials 
from colleges, universities, professional, tech-

tion to the work actually done, as compared 
with the definition of a college in section 24. 


§ 405 Recognition accorded accredited 
professional schools. Professional schools 
registered by the Regents shall give the work 
of accredited institutions no higher recog- 
nition than that accorded such institutions 
in the University’s accredited list, namely: 
(1) the successful completion of a four-year 
course in a professional school accredited by 
the University for three years shall be ac-

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hours of attendance upon law lectures or 
recitations of such prescribed course shall be 
given or conducted by regular members of 
the faculty in each week; (8) it must re- 
quire residence during at least the last year 
of the course before it confers the degree 
of LL.B.; (9) it must require that the grad- 
uate be of good moral character and at least 
21 years of age.

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Rules of the Court of Appeals for the Ad- 
mission of Attorneys and Counselors 
at Law 


As amended to 1922 

I General regulation as to admission. 
No person shall be admitted to practise as an 
attorney or counselor in any court of record 
of the State except upon an order of the 
Appellate Division of the Supreme Court ad- 
mitting him to the bar and licensing him to 
practise upon compliance with these rules. 

II Admission without examination. 
The following classes of persons may in the 
discretion of the Appellate Division be ad- 
mitted and licensed without examination: 

1 Any person admitted to practise and 
who has practised five years as a member of 
the bar in the highest law court in any other 
- state or territory of the American Union or 
in the District of Columbia. 

2 Any person admitted to practise and 
who has practised five years in another 
country whose jurisprudence is based on the 
principles of the English common law. 

3 Any American citizen domiciled in a 
foreign country whose jurisprudence is based 
on the principles of the English common law 
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holding a diploma or degree which would 
entitle him to practise law in the courts of 
such foreign country if a citizen thereof. 

Any person admitted under this rule must 
possess the other qualifications required by 
these rules and must produce a letter of re- 
commendation from one of the judges of 
the highest law court of such other state or 
country, or furnish other satisfactory evi- 
dence of character and qualifications. 

An attorney and counselor from another 
state or foreign jurisdiction may in the dis- 
cretion of any court of record be admitted 
pro hac vice to participate in the trial or 
argument of any cause in which he may be 
employed. 

III Admission on examination. Three 
classes of persons may be admitted to the 
bar upon examination: 

1 Persons who are not graduates of a col- 
lege or university ; 

2 Persons who are graduates of a college 
or university; and 

3 Persons who have been admitted as at- 
torneys and have practised three years in 
another state or country. 

In each class the applicant must prove by 
his own affidavit to the satisfaction of the 
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State Board of Law Examiners that he is a 
citizen of the United States, 21 years of age, 
stating his age, and an actual and not a con- 
structive resident of the State for not less 
than six months immediately preceding and 
that he has not been examined for admission 
to practise and been refused admission within 
four months, and that he has studied law in 
the manner and according to the conditions 
in these rules prescribed. 

Applicants in the first class (that is, per- 
sons who are not graduates of a college or 
university) must have studied law for a 
period of four years. Such an applicant may 
pursue his course of law study wholly by 
serving a clerkship in the office of a practis- 
ing attorney; or partly by serving such 
clerkship and partly by attending a law 
school; but every such applicant must serve 
such clerkship for a period of at least one 
year continuously either before examination 
by the State Board of Law Examiners or 
after such examination and prior to admis- 
sion to the bar. Military or naval service 
time, when not otherwise allowed, may be 
counted as part of the required continuous 
year of law clerkship irrespective of the 
time of its service. 
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But the provision of this rule requiring 
every such applicant to serve a clerkship 
for a period of at least one year continu- 
ously shall not apply to an applicant who has 
successfully completed two years in a col- 
lege or university and shall thereafter have 
attended a law school for a period of four 
years. 

Applicants in the second class (that is, 
persons who are graduates of a college or 
university) must have studied law for a 
period of three years. Such an applicant 
may pursue his course of law study wholly 
by serving a clerkship in the office of a prac- 
tising attorney; or wholly by attending a 
law school; or partly by serving such clerk- 
ship and partly by attending a law school. 

Applicants in the third class (that is, per- 
sons who have been admitted as attorneys 
and have practised three years in another 
state or country) must have studied law for 
a period of one year within this State and 
pursue such course of study either by serv- 
ing a clerkship or by attendance upon a law 
school as the applicant may elect. 

Candidates for admission to the bar under 
this rule (that is, upon examination) may be 
admitted and licensed upon producing and 
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filing with the court the certificate of the 
State Board of Law Examiners that the ap- 
plicant has satisfactorily passed the examina- 
tion prescribed by these rules and has com- 
plied with their provisions, and upon produc- 
ing and filing with the court, in the case of 
applicants in the first class (that is, persons 
who are not graduates of a college or uni- 
versity), except in the case of a candidate 
who has completed two years in a college or 
university and has thereafter attended a law 
school for a period of four years, evidence 
that he has served a regular clerkship of one 
year in this State with an attorney or attor- 
neys in regular practice, either before or 
after having passed such examination. The 
applicant must also produce and file evi- 
dence that he is a person of good moral 
character which must be shown by the aff- 
davits of two reputable persons of the town 
or city in which he resides, one of whom 
must be a practising attorney of the Supreme 
Court. Such affidavits must state that the 
applicant is, to the knowledge of the affiant, 
a person of good moral character, and must 
set forth in detail the facts upon which such 
knowledge is based; but such affidavits shall 
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not be conclusive and the court may make 
further examination and inquiry. 

If the applicant be a graduate of a college, 
or university, he must have pursued the pre- 
scribed course of law study after his gradu- 
ation; provided, however, if such graduate 
of a college or university has pursued the 
first year of his law study in an approved 
law school, and said year of study was pre- 
requisite for his graduation from such col- 
lege or university, then such year of law 
school study, if successfully completed, shall 
be deemed to be and shall be accepted as a 
part of said prescribed course of law study ; 
and if the applicant be a person admitted 
to the bar of another state or country, he 
must have pursued his prescribed period of 
law study after having remained as a prac- 
tising attorney in such other state or coun- 
try for the period of three years. (As 
amended May 2, 1916, March 16, 1920, and 
September 29, 1920) 


IIlI-a Examinations dispensed with. 
The examination is dispensed with in the 
case of any applicant entitled to examina- 
tion under these rules who is a graduate of 
a law school duly registered by the Regents 
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of the University of the State of New York 
which requires a three-year course for grad- 
uation and who has been prevented from 
entering two examinations next following 
his graduation by actual and necessary ser- 
vice in the military or naval forces of the 
United States. Such applicant shall produce 
before the State Board of Law Examiners, 
in addition to the proof required by these 
rules of applicants for examination his di- 
ploma and satisfactory evidence of adequate 
instruction in New York pleading and prac- 
tice and of such military or naval service. 
Each applicant shall pay the examiners the 
fee provided by rule VIII. The State Board 
of Law Examiners shall certify to the Ap- 
pellate Division of the Supreme Court in 
the department in which any such person 
resides that the examination has been dis- 
pensed with. The examination in substan- 
tive law and evidence alone may be dispensed 
with in case the applicant has had no satis- 
factory instruction in New York pleading 
and practice. (Amended March 29, 1918) 

III-b The examination is dispensed with in 
the case of any applicant entitled to exami- 
nation under these rules, who is a graduate 
of a law school duly registered by the Re- 
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gents of The University of the State of 
New York, which requires a_ three-year 
course for graduation, and whose course of 
law school study was interrupted by actual 
and necessary service in the military or 
naval forces of the United States for not 
less than twelve months, provided the said 
applicant was a bona fide resident of this 
State at the time of the commencement of 
his attendance upon said law school. Such 
applicant shall produce before the State 
Board of Law Examiners, in addition to the 
proofs required by these rules of applicants 
for examination, his diploma and satisfac- 
tory evidence of adequate instruction in New 
York pleading and practice and of such mili- 
tary or naval service. Each applicant shall 
pay the examiners the fee provided by rule 
VIII. The State Board of Law Examiners 
shall certify to the Appellate Division of 
the Supreme Court in the department in 
which any such applicant resides that the ex- 
amination has been dispensed with. The 
examination in substantive law and evidence 
alone may be dispensed with in case the ap- 
plicant has had no satisfactory instruction 
in New York pleading and _ practice. 
(Amended September 29, 1920) 
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IV Preliminary studies. All candidates . 
for admission to the bar upon examination, 
except applicants in the third class men- 
tioned in rule III (that is, persons who have 
been admitted and have practised three years 
in another state or country), must have pur- 
sued a preliminary course of study evidenced 
by graduation from a college or university, 
or by passing a Regents examination or the 
equivalent, as hereinafter prescribed: 

Applicants who are not graduates of a col- 
lege, or university, subject to the limitations 
and requirements hereinafter, in this sub- 
division, expressed, or members of the bar 
as above described, before entering upon the 
clerkship or attendance at a law school herein 
prescribed shall have passed an examination 
conducted under the authority and in accord- 
ance with the ordinances and rules of The 
University of the State of New York, in 
English, three years; mathematics, two 
years; Latin, two years; science, one year; 
history, two years; or in their substantial 
equivalents as defined by the rules of the 
University, and shall have filed a certificate 
of such fact, signed by the Commissioner 
of Education, with the clerk of the Court of 
Appeals, whose duty it shall be to return 
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to the person named therein a certified copy 
of the same, showing the date of such filing. > 
The Regents may accept as the equivalent 
of and substitute for the examination in this 
rule prescribed, either, first, a certificate, 
properly authenticated, of having success- 
fully completed a full year’s course of study 
in any college or university; second, a cer- 
tificate, properly authenticated, of having 
satisfactorily completed a four years’ course 
of study in any institution registered by the 
Regents as maintaining a satisfactory aca- 
demic standard; or, third, a Regents diploma. 

All graduates of a college or university 
existing under the government or laws of 
any foreign country other than those where 
English is the language of the people, and 
all applicants who apply for law students 
certificates upon equivalents or substitutes, 
as above provided, all or any part of which 
are earned or issued in said foreign coun- 
tries, shall pass the Regents examination 
in second year English. The Regents cer- 
tificate above prescribed shall be deemed to 
take effect as of the date of the completion 
of the Regents examination, as the same 
shall appear upon said certificate. 
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V Study at law schools. The pro- 
visions of these rules for study at a law 
school must be fulfilled by good and regular 
attendance and successfully completing the 
prescribed course of instruction at an incor- 
porated law school, or a law school con- 
nected with an incorporated college or uni-. 
versity, having a law department organized 
with competent instructors and professors, 
in which instruction as hereinafter provided 
is regularly given. 


A fourth year of attendance at a law . 
school may be taken after the successful 
completion of the prescribed three year 
course and credit given therefor, provided 
the applicant has also previously success- 
fully completed two years in a college or 
university, and further provided that a pre- 
scribed graduate course of instruction is 
offered for such year and successfully com- 
pleted by the applicant. 


Good and regular attendance upon and 
the successful completion of the prescribed 
course of instruction at a law school, the 
school year of which shall consist of not 
less than thirty-two school weeks, exclusive 
of vacations, in which not less than ten 
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hours of attendance upon law lectures or 
recitations of such prescribed course, to be 
given or conducted by regular members of 
the faculty, are required in each week, shall 
be deemed a year’s attendance under this 
rule. 

A period of time not exceeding six weeks 
actually spent in good and regular attend- 
ance upon and successful completion of law 
courses requiring at least 10 hours of at- 
tendance in each week in a summer session 
maintained in connection with a law school 
organized as prescribed in this rule, shall 
be allowed as a part of the period of clerk- 
ship or study otherwise prescribed by these 
rules. 

The same period of time shall not be 
duplicated for different purposes; except that 
a student attending a law school, as herein 
provided, and who, during the vacations of 
such school, not exceeding three months in 
any one year, shall pursue his studies in the 
office of a practising attorney, shall be al- 
lowed to count the time so occupied during 
such vacation or vacations as part of the 
clerkship in a law office specified in these 
rules; and except that a student attending 
a law school as herein provided, or serving 
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a regular clerkship in the office of a prac- 
tising attorney of the Supreme Court in 
this State, who, during the vacation of such 
school or of such clerkship, as in rule VI, 
provided, shall for a period not exceeding 
six weeks actually attend upon and success- 
fully complete a law course or courses in 
a summer session maintained in connection 
with a law school organized as prescribed in 
this rule, may be allowed the time so spent 
as part of the clerkship in a law office as 
prescribed by these rules. (Amended May 
18, 1917 and March 16, 1920) 

VI Clerkship. The provisions of these 
rules for studying law by the service of a 
regular clerkship must be fulfilled by serving 
such clerkship. in the office of a practising 
attorney of the Supreme Court in this State, 
after the candidate has attained the age of 
18 years. 

It shall be the duty of attorneys, with 
whom a clerkship shall be commenced, to 
file a certificate of the same in the office of 
the clerk of the Court of Appeals, which 
certificate shall, in each case, state the date 
of the beginning of the period of clerkship, 
and such period shall be deemed to commence 
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at the time of such filing and shall be com- 
puted by the calendar year. 

In computing the period of clerkship a 
vacation actually taken, not exceeding two 
months in each year,.shall be allowed as a 
part of such year. 

VII Proof to entitle candidate to ex- 
amination. The State Board of Law Ex- 
aminers, before admitting an applicant to an 
examination, shall require proof that the pre- 
liminary conditions prescribed by these rules 
have been fulfilled; which proof shall be 
made as follows, namely: 

First. That the applicant is a college 
graduate, by the production of his diploma, 
or certificate of graduation, under the seal 
of the college. 

Second. That he has been admitted to 
the bar of another state or country, by the 
production of his license, or certificate, exe- 
cuted by the proper authorities. 

Third. In all cases where the service of 
a clerkship is required, that he has served 
a regular clerkship in the office of a prac- 
tising attorney of the Supreme Court in — 
this State, after the age of 18 years, by 
producing and filing with the board a cer- 
tified copy of the attorney’s certificate, as 
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filed in the office of the clerk of the Court 
of Appeals, and producing and filing an affi- 
davit of the attorney or attorneys with whom 
such clerkship was sérved, showing the 
actual service of such.a clerkship, the con- 
tinuance and end thereof, and that not more 
than two months’ vacation was taken in any 
one year. Both of said affidavits must be 
to the effect that during the entire period of 
such clerkship, except during the stated 
vacation time, the applicant was actually 
employed by said attorney as a regular law 
clerk and student in his law office, and un- 
der his direction and advice, engaged in the 
practical work of the office during the usual 
business hours of the day. 

Fourth. The time of study allowed in a 
law school must be proved by the certificate 
of the teacher or president of the faculty, 
under whose instructions the person has 
studied, under the seal of the school, if such 
there be, in addition to the affidavit of the 
applicant, which must, also, state the age at 
which the applicant began his attendance at 
such law school. Said certificate and affi- 
davit must, also, show that the law school 
prescribes the course of instruction con- 
templated by these rules, and each shall also 
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contain the statement that said applicant 
took the. prescribed course of instruction 
required at said school for the degree of 
bachelor of laws while in attendance thereat, 
and bona fide took and successfully passed 
all examinations in all the subjects required 
for said degree during such period of attend- 
ance, in each case specifying the subjects in 
which said applicant took and passed his ex- 
aminations as aforesaid, which proof must 
be satisfactory to the Board of Examiners. 

Fifth. That the applicant has passed the 
Regents examination, or its equivalent, must 
be proved by the production of a certified 
copy of the Regents certificate filed in the 
office of the clerk of the Court of Appeals, 
as hereinbefore provided. 

Sixth. When it satisfactorily appears that 
any diploma, affidavit, or certificate, required 
to be produced has been lost, or destroyed, 
without the fault of the applicant, or has 
been unjustly refused or withheld, or by the 
death or absence of the person or officer 
who should have made it, can not be ob- 
tained, the Board of Law Examiners may 
accept such other proof of the requisite facts 
as they shall deem sufficient. 
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Seventh. A law student whose clerkship, 
or attendance at a law school, has already 
begun, as shown by the records of the Court 
of Appeals, or of any incorporated law 
school, or law school established in connec- 
tion with any college or university, may, at 
his option, file or produce, instead of the 
proofs required by these rules, those required 
by the Rules of the Court of Appeals in 
force June I, 1908. 

Eighth. The provisions of subdivision 4 
of this rule so far as applicable shall apply 
to persons making proof of the time of study 
allowed at summer sessions of a law school. 
(Amended May 18, 1917) 

VIII Examination. The examination 
held by such State Board of Examiners may 
be conducted by oral or written questions 
and answers, or partly oral and partly writ- 
ten, but shall be as nearly uniform in the 
knowledge and capacity which they shall re- 
quire, as is reasonably possible. Every appli- 
cant shall ‘be given and required to pass a 
satisfactory examination in the canons of 
ethics adopted by the American Bar Asso- 
ciation and by the New York State Bar 
Association. An applicant who has failed 
to pass one examination can not again be ex- 
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amined, until at least four months after 
such failure. 

The State Board of Law Examiners shall 
be paid as compensation, each, the sum of 
$3500 per year, and, in addition, such 
further sum as the court may direct, and 
an annual sum not exceeding $9000 per 
year shall be allowed for necessary dis- 
bursements of the Board. Every applicant 
for examination shall pay to the examiners 
a fee of twenty-five dollars which shall be 
applied upon the compensation and allow- 
ance above provided, and any surplus there- 
after remaining shall be held by the treas- 
urer of the State Board of Law Exam- 
iners and deposited in some bank, in good 
standing, in the city of Albany to his credit 
and subject to his draft as such treasurer, 
when approved by the Chief Judge. 
(Amended May 15, 1917 and April 21, 
1921) 

IX Relief from excusable mistakes. 
When the filing of a certificate, as required 
by these rules, has been omitted by excusable 
mistake, or without fault, the court may 
order such filing as of the proper date. 

X Additional rules by the Appellate 
Division. The justices of the Appellate

Division in each department may adopt for 
their several and respective departments such 
additional special rules for ascertaining the 
moral and general fitness of applicants as to 
such justices may seem proper. 

These rules shall take effect on July 1, 
1911. 
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Admission to the Bar 


No person is admitted to practise as an 
attorney or counselor at law in any court of 
record of the State except upon the order 
of the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court admitting him to the bar and licens- 
ing him to practise upon compliance with the 
rules of the Court of Appeals. 

Preliminary education. The law stu- 
dent who began the study of law prior to 
June 1, 1908 and who has failed to qualify 
prior to July 1, 1911, under the rules in force 
when he began his study of law, must qualify 
under the higher requirements of the rules 
in effect June 1, 1908. An examination in 
what are called the set subjects must cover 
all the subjects, namely; English — three 
years, 12 counts; mathematics — algebra 
and geometry, 10 counts; Latin — grammar, 
composition and Caesar, 10 counts; science — 
physics, 5 counts; history — American _his- 
tory and civics, history of Great Britain and 
Ireland, and economics, 10 counts; there can 
not be any equivalents or substitutes therefor 
or for any of them, and if a student passes 
in, say, four out of the five set subjects he 
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must perforce pass in other subjects to ag- 
gregate 72 counts as provided by the Regents 
rules referred to above in order to become 
entitled to a law student certificate. The law 
student certificate issued on the set subjects 
is not to be construed, or considered, or 
called a 45 count certificate and counts in 
the manner used by the Regents are not to 
be applied thereto when the examinations 
in the set subjects in their entirety are taken, 
or passed, or a law student certificate is 
issued thereon. 


Law student certificate. The law stu- 
dent certificate, official evidence of the ful- 
filment of the preliminary requirements for 
beginning the study of law, may be acquired 
in any one of the following ways: 

1 By presenting evidence, upon forms fur- 
nished by the Department, of the successful 
completion of four years’ work in an ap- 
proved secondary school. 

2 By earning an academic or college en- 
trance diploma on Regents examinations in 
the schools. i 

3 By presenting evidence of the success- 
ful completion of one full year’s work in an 
approved college or university. 
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4 By presenting evidence of the success- 
ful completion of the work in another state 
or in a foreign country equivalent to the 
completion of a four-year course in an ap- 
proved New York State secondary school. 


5 By presenting froma professional school 
evidence of the completion of work recog- 
nized as the equivalent of one or more years 
of work in an approved secondary school to- 
gether with sufficient additional credits to 
make the full equivalent of a four-year 
course in an approved secondary school. 
Under this head allowance is made for grad- 
uation from registered schools of theology, 
medicine, dentistry, pharmacy and veter- 
inary medicine. 


6 By earning 72 academic counts in Re- 
gents examinations, with a rating of at least 
75 per cent in each subject, as follows, 
(a) required, 56 counts; English three years, 
12 counts; English fourth year, 4 counts; 
any second year foreign language, 10 counts ; 
elementary algebra, 5 counts; plane geome- 
try, 5 counts; two of the three sciences, 
physics, chemistry, biology, 10 counts; 
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American history, 5 counts; modern history 
1 or modern history 2 or social science (civ- 
ics and economics), 5 counts. 

(b) Electives, 16 counts: 

An additional second year of a foreign 
language, namely, Latin second year, Greek 
second year, French second year, German 
second year, Spanish second year, Italian 
second year, or Hebrew second year, 10 
counts; physics, 5 counts; chemistry, 5 
counts; biology, 5 counts; physical geog- 
raphy, 5 counts; intermediate algebra, 2 
counts; advanced algebra, 3 counts; solid 
geometry, 2 counts; plane trigonometry, 2 
counts; modern history 1, 5 counts; modern 
history 2, 5 counts; civics, 2%4 counts; eco- 
nomics, 24% counts; commercial arithmetic, 
5 counts; bookkeeping 1, 5 counts; book- 
keeping 2, 5 counts; shorthand, 100 word 
test, 10 counts; drawing, 6 counts. 

The President of the University may, un- 
der extraordinary conditions, in his discre- 
tion, waive the time limit within which the 
certificate may be earned. 

7 By passing Regents examinations to sup- 
plement one or more successful years of 
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work in an approved school. Eighteen counts 
are allotted for each year of such work. All 
candidates who present evidence of the par- 
tial completion of a secondary school course 
will be advised in what subjects it will be 
necessary for them to pass examinations to 
complete the requirements for a law student 
certificate. So far as practicable, the addi- 
tional examinations necessary will be based 
upon the requirements for the 72 count 
certificate as indicated in paragraph 6. 


Special examination in English. All 
applicants for a law student certificate upon 
credentials from foreign countries other than 
those in which English is the language of 
the people, all or a part of which are earned 
or issued in such foreign countries, must 
pass a special examination in English. No 
counts are granted in the special English ex- 
amination. 


Approved secondary course. Four 
years of secondary work based on eight 
years of elementary or the equivalent are 
required for the registration of secondary 
schools whose certificates are to be accepted 
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in lieu of examinations. An approved sec- 
ondary course requires at least four sub- 
jects, 38 weeks a year, 18 periods a week, 
45 minutes a period, with satisfactory stand- 
ing. Institutions are registered in full or 
in part as they offer one or more years’ 
work equivalent to that presented in the fol- 
lowing outline. The maximum allowance 
in lieu of examinations that can be accorded 
to a certificate for the successful comple- 
tion of a full year’s work in a registered 
secondary school is 18 counts. 

Outlined course of study for admission 
to law schools. The course of study 
should be made up from among the subjects 
scheduled for each year in the following 
table. 

Subjects followed by the letter a should 
be required of all pupils preparing to enter 
law schools. 

Subjects followed by the letter b should 
be required of all pupils preparing to enter 
dental schools. 

Subjects followed by the letter c should 
be required of all pupils preparing to enter 
medical schools.

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Rules of the New York State Board of 
Law Examiners 


1 Each applicant for examination must file 
with the secretary of the board, at least 
fifteen days before the day appointed for 
holding the examination at which he intends 
to apply, the preliminary proofs required by 
the “ Rules of the Court of Appeals for the 
admission of attorneys and counselors at 
law,” from which it must appear affirma- 
tively and specifically that all the prelim- 
inary conditions prescribed by said rules 
have been fulfilled, and also proof of the 
residence of the applicant for six months 
prior to the date of the said examination, 
giving place, with street and number, if 
any, which must be made by his own aff- 
davit. Said affidavit must also state that 
such residence is actual and not construc- 
tive. The board in its discretion may order 
additional proofs of residence to be filed, 
and may require an applicant to appear in 
person before it, or some member thereof, 
and be examined concerning his qualifica- 
tions to be admitted to the examinations. 
The examination fee of $25 must be paid 
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to the treasurer at the time the application 
for examination is filed. 


To entitle an applicant to a reexamination, 
he must notify the secretary by mail of his 
desire therefor, at least fifteen days before 
the examination at which he intends to ap- 
pear and file with him, at the same time, his 
own affidavit stating that he is and has been 
for the six months prior to such examination 
an actual and not constructive resident of 
this State, giving the place of such residence, 
and street and number, if any, and that he 
has not been examined for admission to 
practise and been refused admission within 
four months of the examination at which 
he intends to apply. 


2 Each applicant must be a citizen of the 
State, of full age; he may be examined in 
any department, whether a resident thereof 
or not, but the fact of his having passed the 
examination will be certified to the Appellate 
Division of the judicial department in which 
he has resided for the six months prior to 
his examination. He must, however, entitle 
his papers in the department in which he 
resides, and must appear for examination 
in the department in which he entitles his 
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papers, unless permission of the board other- 
wise be granted, at least fifteen days before 
the day appointed for holding the examina- 
tion. 

3 In applying the provisions of rules III 
and VII of the “ Rules of the Court of Ap- 
peals for the admission of attorneys and 
counselors at law,” the board will require 
proof that the college or university of which 
an applicant claims to be a graduate, main- 
tains a satisfactory standard in respect to 
the course of studies completed by him. 
In case the college or university is registered 
with the Board of Regents of the State of 
New York as maintaining such standard, 
the applicant must submit to the board, 
with his diploma or certificate of graduation, 
the certificate of the said Board of Regents 
to that effect, which will be accepted by 
this board as prima facie evidence of the 
fact. Such certificate need not be filed in 
cases where the Board of Regents, by a 
general certificate, has certified to this board 
that the said college or university maintains 
a satisfactory college standard leading to the 
degree with which the applicant graduated. 
In all other cases the applicant must submit 
with his diploma or certificate of graduation 
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satisfactory proof of the course of study 
completed by him and of the character of 
the college or university of which he claims 
to be a graduate. 

4 The papers filed by each applicant must 
be attached together, and there must be 
indorsed upon them the name and residence 
of the applicant. The papers must be 
entitled, “In the matter of the application 
of ——————— ffor admission to the bar.” 
Each applicant must state the beginning 
and the end of each term spent in a law 
school, his age when he began his attendance 
upon the law school, as well as the begin- 
ning and the end of each vacation that he 
has had. 

5 An applicant who has been admitted to 
the bar as an attorney in another state or 
country, and who has remained therein as 
‘a practising attorney for the period of three 
years, may prove the latter fact by his own 
affidavit, and must present also a certificate 
from a judge of the court in which he was 
admitted, or from a county judge in said 
state, certifying that the applicant had re- 
mained in said state or country as a prac- 
tising attorney for said period of three 
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years, aiter he had been admitted as an at- 
torney therein. The signature of the judge 
must be certified to by the clerk of the court 
or by the county clerk under the seal of the 
court. 


6 The board will divide the subjects of ex- 
amination into two groups, as follows: group 
one, pleading and practice and evidence; 
group two, substantive law, namely, real 
property, contracts, partnership, negotiable 
paper, principal and agent, principal and 
surety, insurance, conflict of laws, carriers 
and public utilities, sales, criminal law, 
torts, wills and administration, equity, trusts, 
corporations, including municipal corpora- 
tions, domestic relations, the canons of ethics 
and the constitutions of New York State 
and of the United States. The examina- 
tions will be held on two consecutive days 
in March, June and October in each year. 
The first day’s examination will be in 
group 2, substantive law, 25 questions 
with a time limit of seven hours, divided 
into a morning session of three hours from 
9 a. m. to 12 m. with 11 questions and an 
afternoon session of four hours from 1 p. m. 
to 5 p. m. with 14 questions. The second 
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day’s examination will be in group 1, plead- 
ing, practice and evidence containing 20 
questions with a time limit of five hours 
from 9 a. m. to 2 p. m. 

The examinations of all persons applying 
to be admitted to practice as attorneys and 
counselors in the Courts of Record of this 
State are held for each Judicial Depart- 
ment of the State, for the year 1922, as 
follows:

RULE I

(In effect October 1, 1921) 
APPLICATIONS FOR ADMISSION AS ATTORNEYS 


Within the first ten days of each year 
the Appellate Division in each department 
shall name a committee of not less than 
three practicing lawyers for each judicial 
district within its department, which com- 
mittee shall investigate the character and 
fitness of every applicant for admission to 
the bar. Each of such committees shall 
continue until its successor is appointed, and 
all applications for admission to the bar 
of persons residing within a district shall 
be referred to the committee for such dis- 
trict. Unless otherwise ordered by the 
court, no person shall be admitted to the 
bar without a certificate from the proper 
committee that it has carefully investigated 
the character and fitness of the applicant 
and that, in such respects, he is entitled 
to admission. Such committee shall have 
power to prescribe a form of written state- 
ment of the applicant’s experience, from 
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which the committee may pass on his moral 
and general fitness. If such applicant has 
before applied for admission to the bar in 
this or any other state, the applicant shall 
set forth the same with the particulars 
thereof. If his application has been re- 
jected or disapproved by the committee on 
character of an Appellate Division, he shall 
obtain the consent of that Appellate Divi- 
sion to the renewal of his application in 
any other department. No person shall 
receive a certificate from any such com- 
mittee who does not satisfy the committee 
that he believes in the form of, and is loyal 
to, the government of the United States. 

Each applicant for admission must pre- 
sent to the court where he shall apply for 
admission proof that he has complied with 
the rules of the Court of Appeals relating 
to admission to the bar. No person shall 
be admitted until he has proven that he is 
a citizen of the United States and an ac- 
tual resident of the State of New York for 
six months prior to the making of the ap- 
plication. He shall specify the place of 
his residence by street and number, if such 
there be, and the length of time he has been 
such resident. 
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The clerk of the Appellate Division must 
file in his office all the papers presented and 
acted on by the court on each application 
for admission. 
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Registration of Law Schools, or of Col- 
leges and Universities 


The registration of schools of law or of 
colleges and universities lies entirely within 
the jurisdiction of the Regents and the 
State Board of Law Examiners agrees to 
recognize the credentials of no school of 
law, college or university not registered by 
the Regents as maintaining their require- 
ments and the requirements of the rules of 
the Court of Appeals regulating admission 
to the bar in this State taking effect July 1, 
1911. 


Colleges and universities. Colleges and 
universities are registered by the Regents as 
meeting the requirements of the Court of 
Appeals on formal application only and a 
form in duplicate will be mailed to the 
president on application to the Assistant 
Commissioner and Director of Professional 
Education. If it appears that the institu- 
tion maintains approved standards of equip- 
ment and instruction and possesses resources 
at least equivalent to those prescribed by the 
laws of this State, the college or university 
will be recommended to the Regents for 
registration under section 403 of the Regents 
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Rules. Admission to or continuance on the 
roll of registration depends upon the fur- 
nishing of all the information requested and 
the meeting of the expense of such in- 
spection as the Commissioner of Education 
deems advisable. 

Institutions without the United States and 
Canada are not recommended to the Regents 
for registration. The detailed record of each 
applicant is essential to determine what 
recognition is to be accorded the degrees or 
licenses from the institutions or examining 
bodies of Europe and other countries.

Registration of law schools. Any in- 
corporated law school or a law school con- 
nected with an incorporated college or uni- 
versity having a law department organized 
with competent instructors and professors is 
registered as meeting the requirements of the 
Court of Appeals on formal application only 
and a form in duplicate will be mailed to the 
dean on application to the Assistant Com- 
missioner and Director of Professional Edu- 
cation. If it appears that the school requires 
good and regular attendance upon and the 
successful completion of the prescribed 
course of instruction; that the school year 
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consists of not less than 32 school weeks, ex- 
clusive of vacations, in which not less than 
ten hours of attendance upon law lectures 
and recitations are required in each week; 
that the law lectures or recitations of such 
prescribed course are given or conducted by 
regular members of the faculty, the school 
may be recommended to the Regents for the 
registration of one or more years as it re- 
quires one or more years of attendance under 
the rules. 

-Law schools unable to meet these stand- 
ards in full may be accredited by the De- 
partment for one or more years of law study 
as they meet the requirements for admission 
and for professional training required by the 
rules of the Court and of the Regents. 

Comity of action in the transfer of stu- 
dents from one professional school to an- 
other. The Department does not con- 
sider a course in a law school satisfactory 
within the meaning of the Court’s rule if 
more than two conditions, one major of 100 
hours and one minor of 50 hours, are allowed 
students for promotion from one year’s class 
to the next.

Department Bulletin no. 7, issued December 
18, 1899, was published in Handbook 27, 
June 1909.

tary or naval service of the United States 
of America, as a member of the National 
Guard of the State of New York, or by 
reason of voluntary enlistment, conscription

§ 403 College allowance for the study 
of law. A college or university may be 
registered as meeting the order of the Court 
of Appeals for the admission of attorneys 
and counselors at law when it gives a course 
of college instruction that requires as a con- 
dition of graduation at least six full years 
in liberal arts and sciences in addition to a 
completed eight-year elementary course. 


Schools of Law 

§ 407 Requirements. On formal appli- 
cation a school of law may be registered 
as maintaining the law school standards re- 
quired by the rules of the Court of Appeals 
and the Regents of The University of the 
State of New York in relation to the admis- 
sion of attorneys and counselors at law. 

(1) It must be an incorporated law school 
or a law school connected with an incorpor- 
ated college or university having a law de- 
partment organized with competent instruc- 
tors and professors, in which instruction, 
as hereinafter provided, is regularly given; 
(2) it must have suitable equipment and re- 
sources; (3) competent instructors; (4) 
classroom and library facilities; (5) it must 
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require that before béginning the course for 
the degree all matriculates afford evidence 
of a general preliminary education equivalent 
to at least a four-year high school course 
after eight years of elementary preparation; 
(6) it must require good and regular attend- 
ance and the successful completion of a pre- 
scribed course of three years of instruction; 
(7) it must maintain a school year consist- 
ing of not less than 32 school weeks, exclu- 
sive of vacations, in which not less than 10 
hours of attendance upon law lectures or 
recitations of such prescribed course be 
given or conducted by regular members of 
the faculty in each week; (8) it must re- 
quire residence during at least the last year 
of the course before it confers the degree 
of LL.B.; (9) it must require that the grad- 
uate be of good moral character and at least 
21 years of age. 

Law schools that can not be registered as 
affording three full years of instruction as . 
above provided may be accredited by the 
University for one or two years.

RUDE SE 


General regulation as to admission. No 
person shall be admitted to practise as an 
attorney or counselor in any court of record 
of the State except upon an order of the 
Appellate Division of the Supreme Court ad- 
mitting him to the bar and licensing him to 
practise upon compliance with these rules. 


RULE II 


Admission without examination. The 
following classes of persons may in the 
discretion of the Appellate Division be ad- 
mitted and licensed without examination: 

1 Any person admitted to practise and 
who has practised five years as a member of 
the bar in the highest law court in any other 
state or territory of the American Union or 
in the District of Columbia. . 

2 Any person admitted to practise and 
who has practised five years in another 
country whose jurisprudence is based on the 
principles of the English common law. 
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3 Any American citizen domiciled in a 
foreign country whose jurisprudence is based 
on the principles of the English common law 
holding a diploma or degree which would 
entitle him to practise law in the courts of 
such foreign country if a citizen thereof. 

Any person admitted under this rule must 
possess the other qualifications required by 
these rules and must produce a letter of re- 
commendation from one of the judges of 
the highest law court of such other state or 
country, or furnish other satisfactory evi- 
dence of character and qualifications. 

An attorney and counselor from another 
state or foreign jurisdiction may in the dis- 
cretion of any court of record be admitted 
pro hac vice to participate in the trial or 
argument of any cause in which he may be 
employed. 


RULE IIl 


Admission on examination. Three 
classes of persons may be admitted to the 
bar upon examination: 

1 Persons who are not graduates of a col- 
lege or university; | 
~2 Persons who are graduates of a college 
or university ; and 
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3 Persons who have been admitted as at- 
torneys and have practised three years in 
another state or country. 

In each class the applicant must prove by 
his own affidavit to the satisfaction of the 
State Board of Law Examiners that he is a 
citizen of the United States, twenty-one 
years of age, stating his age, and an actual 
and not a constructive resident of the State 
for not less than six months immediately 
preceding and that he has not been exam- 
ined for admission to practise and been 
refused admission within four months, and 
that he has studied law in the manner and 
according to the conditions in these rules 
prescribed. 

Applicants in the first class (i. e., per- 
sons who are not graduates of a college or 
university) must have studied law for a 
period of four years. Such an applicant may 
pursue his course of law study wholly by 
serving a clerkship in the office of a practis- 
ing attorney; or partly by serving such 
clerkship and partly by attending a law 
school; but every such applicant must serve 
such clerkship for a period of at least one 
year continuously either before examination 
by the State Board of Law Examiners or 
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after such examination and prior to admis- 
sion to the bar. Military or naval service 
time, when not otherwise allowed, may be 
counted as part of the required continuous 
year of law clerkship irrespective of the 
time of its service. 

But the provision of this rule requiring 
every such applicant to serve a clerkship 
for a period of at least one year continu- 
ously shall not apply to an applicant who has 
successfully completed two years in a col- 
lege or university and shall thereafter have 
attended a law school for a period of four 
years. 

Applicants in the second class (i. e., per- 
sons who are graduates of a college or 
university) must have studied law for a 
period of three years. Such an applicant 
may pursue his course of law study wholly 
by serving a clerkship in the office of a prac- 
tising attorney; or wholly by attending a 
law school; or partly by serving such clerk- 
ship and partly by attending a law school. 

Applicants in the third class (i. e., per- 
sons who have been admitted as attorneys 
and have practised three years in another 
state or country) must have studied law for 
a period of one year within this State and 
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pursue such course of study either by serv- 
ing a clerkship or by attendance upon a law 
school as the applicant may elect. 

Candidates for admission to the bar under 
this rule (i. e., upon examination) may be 
admitted and licensed upon producing and 
filing with the court the certificate of the 
State Board of Law Examiners that the ap- 
plicant has satisfactorily passed the examina- 
tion prescribed by these rules and has com- 
plied with their provisions, and upon produc- 
ing and filing with the court, in the case of 
applicants in the first class (i. e. persons 
who are not graduates of a college or uni- 
versity), except in the case of a candidate 
who has completed two years in a college or 
university and has thereafter attended a law 
school for a period of four years, evidence 
that he has served a regular clerkship of one 
year in this State with an attorney or attor- 
neys in regular practice, either before or 
after having passed such examination. The 
applicant must also produce and file evi- 
dence that he is a person of good moral 
character which must be shown by the afh- 
davits of two reputable persons of the town 
or city in which he resides, one of whom 
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must be a practising attorney of the Supreme 
Court. Such affidavits must state that the 
applicant is, to the knowledge of the afhant, 
a person of good moral character, and must 
set forth in detail the facts upon which such 
knowledge is based; but such affidavits shall 
not be conclusive and the court may make 
further examination and inquiry. 

If the applicant be a graduate of a college, 
or university, he must have pursued the pre- 
scribed course of law study after his gradu- 
ation; provided, however, if such graduate 
of a college or university has pursued the 
first year of his law study in an approved 
law school, and said year of study was pre- 
requisite for his graduation from such col- 
lege or university, then such year of law 
school study, if successfully completed, shall 
be deemed to be and shall be accepted as a 
part of said prescribed course of law study; 
and if the applicant be a person admitted 
to the bar of another state or country, he 
must have pursued his prescribed period of 
law study after having remained as a prac- 
tising attorney in such other-state or coun- 
try for the period of three years. (As 
amended May 2, 1916, March 16, 1920, and 
September 29, 1920) 
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RULE ITI-A 


Examination dispensed with. The ex- 
amination is dispensed with in the case of 
any applicant entitled to examination under 
these rules who is a graduate of a law 
school duly registered by the Regents of 
The University of the State of New York 
which requires a three-year course for grad- 
uation and who has been prevented from 
entering two examinations next following 
his graduation by actual and necessary ser- 
vice in the military or naval forces of the 
United States. Such applicant shall produce 
before the State Board of Law Examiners, 
in addition to the proof required by these 
rules of applicants for examination his di- 
ploma and satisfactory evidence of adequate 
instruction in New York pleading and prac- 
tice and of such military or naval service. 
Each applicant shall pay the examiners the 
fee provided by Rule VIII. The State 
Board of Law Examiners shall certify to 
the Appellate Division of the Supreme Court 
in the department in which any such person 
resides that the examination has been dis- 
pensed with. The examination in substan- 
tive law and evidence alone may be dispensed 
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with in case the applicant has had no satis- 
factory instruction in New York pleading 
and practice. (Added March 29, 1918) 


RULE III-B 


The examination is dispensed with in the 
case of any applicant entitled to exami- 
nation under these rules, who is a graduate 
of a law school duly registered by the Re- 
gents of The University of the State of 
New York, which requires a_ three-year 
course for graduation, and whose course of 
law school study was interrupted by actual 
and necessary service in the military or 
naval forces of the United States for not 
less than twelve months, provided the said 
applicant -was a bona fide resident of this 
State at the time of the commencement of 
his attendance upon said law school. Such 
applicant shall produce before the State 
Board of Law Examiners, in addition to the 
proofs required by these rules of applicants 
for examination, his diploma and satisfac- 
tory evidence of adequate instruction in New 
York pleading and practice and of such mili- 
tary or naval service. Each applicant shall 
pay the examiners the fee provided by Rule 
VIII. The State Board of Law Examiners

shall certify to the Appellate Division of 
the Supreme Court in the department in 
which any such applicant resides that the ex- 
amination has been dispensed with. The 
examination in substantive law and evidence 
alone may be dispensed with in case the ap- 
plicant has had no satisfactory instruction 
in New York pleading and _ practice.

RULE IV 


Preliminary studies. All candidates for 
admission to the bar upon examination, 
except applicants in the third class men- 
tioned in Rule III (1. e, persons who have 
been admitted and have practised three years 
in another state or country), must have pur- 
sued a preliminary course of study evidenced 
by graduation from a college or university, 
or by passing a Regents examination or the 
equivalent, as hereinafter prescribed: 

Applicants who are not graduates of a col- 
lege, or university, subject to the limitations 
and requirements hereinafter, in this sub- 
division, expressed, or members of the bar 
as above described, before entering upon the 
clerkship or attendance ata law school herein 
prescribed shall have passed an examination 
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conducted under the authority and in accord- 
ance with the ordinances and rules of The 
University of the State of New York, in 
English, three years; mathematics, two 
years; Latin, two years; science, one year; 
history, two years; or in their substantial 
equivalents as defined by the rules of the 
University, and shall have filed a certificate 
of such fact, signed by the Commissioner 
of Education, with the clerk of the Court of 
Appeals, whose duty it shall be to return 
to the person named therein a certified copy 
of the same, showing the date of such filing. 
The Regents may accept as the equivalent 
of and substitute for the examination in this 
rule prescribed, either, first, a certificate, 
properly authenticated, of having success- 
fully completed a full year’s course of study 
in any college or university; second, a cer- 
tificate, properly authenticated, of having 
satisfactorily completed a four years’ course 
of study in any institution registered by the 
Regents as maintaining a satisfactory aca- 
demic standard; or, third, a Regents diploma. 

All graduates of a college or university 
existing under the government or laws of 
any foreign country other than those where 
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English is the language of the people, and 
all applicants who apply for law students 
certificates upon equivalents or substitutes, 
as above provided, all or any part of which 
are earned or issued in said foreign coun- 
tries, shall pass the Regents examination 
in second year English. The Regents cer- 
tificate above prescribed shall be deemed to 
take effect as of the date of the completion 
of the Regents examination, as the same 
shall appear upon said certificate. 


RULE V 


Regulations concerning study at law 
schools. The provisions of these rules 
for study at a law school must be fulfilled 
by good and regular attendance and success- 
fully completing the prescribed course of 
instruction at an incorporated law school, or 
a law school connected with an incorporated 
college or university, having a law depart- 
ment organized with competent instructors 
and professors, in which instruction as here- 
inafter provided is regularly given. 

A fourth year of attendance at a law 
‘school may be taken after the successful 
completion of the prescribed three year 
course and credit given therefor, provided 
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the applicant has also previously success- 
fully completed two years in a college or 
university, and further provided that a pre- 
scribed graduate course of instruction is 
offered for such year and successfully com- 
pleted by the applicant. 

Good and regular attendance upon and 
the successful completion of the prescribed 
course of instruction at a law school, the 
school year of which shall consist of not 
fess than thirty-two school weeks, exclusive 
of vacations, in which not less than ten 
hours of attendance upon law lectures or 
recitations of such prescribed course, to be 
given or conducted by regular members of 
the faculty, are required in each week, shall 
be deemed a year’s attendance under this 
rule. 

A period of time not exceeding twelve 
weeks actually spent in good and regular 
attendance upon and successful completion 
of law courses requiring at least ten hours 
of attendance in each week in a summer 
session maintained in connection with a law 
school organized as prescribed in this rule, 
shall be allowed as a part of the period of 
clerkship or study otherwise prescribed by 
these rules. 
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The same period of time shall not be 
duplicated for different purposes; except that 
a student attending a law school, as herein 
provided, and who, during the vacations of 
such school, not exceeding three months in 
any one year, shall pursue his studies in the 
office of a practising attorney, shall be al- 
lowed to count the time so occupied during 
such vacation or vacations as part of the 
clerkship in a law office specified in these 
rules; and except that a student attending 
a law school as herein provided, or serving 
a regular clerkship in the office of a prac- 
tising attorney of the Supreme Court in 
this State, who, during the vacation of such 
school or of such clerkship, as in Rule VI, 
provided, shall for a period not exceeding 
twelve weeks actually attend upon and suc- 
cessfully complete a law course or courses in 
a summer session maintained in connection 
with a law school organized as prescribed in 
this rule, may be allowed the time so spent 
as part of the clerkship in a law office as 
prescribed by these rules. (Amended May 
18, 1917, March 16, 1920 and January 17, 
1923) 
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RULE VI 


Regulations concerning clerkship. The 
provisions of these rules for studying law 
by the service of a regular clerkship must 
be fulfilled by serving such clerkship in the 
office of a practising attorney of the 
Supreme Court in this State, after the 
candidate has attained the age of 18 years. 

It shall be the duty of attorneys, with 
whom a clerkship shall be commenced, to 
file a certificate of the same in the office of 
the clerk of the Court of Appeals, which 
certificate shall, in each case, state the date 
of the beginning of the period of clerkship, 
and such period shall be deemed to commence 
at the time of such filing and shall be com- 
puted by the calendar year. 

In computing the period of clerkship a 
vacation actually taken, not exceeding two 
months in each year, shall be allowed as a 
part of such year. 


RULE VII 


Proof to entitle ‘candidate to examina- 
tion. The State Board of Law Exam- 
iners, before admitting an applicant to an 
examination, shall require proof that the pre- 
liminary conditions prescribed by these rules 
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have been fulfilled; which proof shall be 
made as follows, viz.: 

First. That the applicant is a college 
graduate, by the production of his diploma, 
or certificate of graduation, under the seal 
of the college. 

Second. That he has been admitted to 
the bar of another state or country, by the 
production of his license, or certificate, exe- 
cuted by the proper authorities. 

Third. In all cases where the service of 
a clerkship is required, that he has served 
a regular clerkship in the office of a prac- 
tising attorney of the Supreme Court in this 
State, after the age of eighteen years, by 
producing and filing with the board a cer- 
tified copy of the attorney’s certificate, as 
filed in the office of the clerk of the Court 
of Appeals, and producing and filing an affi- 
davit of the attorney or attorneys with whom 
such clerkship was served, showing the 
actual service of such a clerkship, the con- 
tinuance and end thereof, and that not more 
than two months’ vacation was taken in any 
one year. Both of said affidavits must be 
to the effect that during the entire period of 
such clerkship, except during the stated 
vacation time, the applicant was actually 
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employed by said attorney as a regular law 
clerk and student in his law office, and un- 
der his direction and advice, engaged in the 
practical work of the office during the usual 
business hours of the day. 

Fourth. The time of study allowed in a 
law school must be proved by the certificate 
of the teacher or president of the faculty, 
under whose instructions the person has 
studied, under the seal of the school, if such 
there be, in addition to the affidavit of the 
applicant, which must, also, state the age at 
which the applicant began his attendance at 
such law school. Said certificate and affi- 
davit must, also, show that the law school 
prescribes the course of instruction con- 
templated by these rules, and each shall also 
contain the statement -that said applicant 
took the prescribed course of instruction 
required at said school for the degree of 
bachelor of laws while in attendance thereat, 
and bona fide took and successfully passed 
all examinations in all the subjects required 
for said degree during such period of attend- 
ance, in each case specifying the subjects in 
which said applicant took and passed his ex- 
aminations as aforesaid, which proof must 
be satisfactory to the Board of Examiners. 
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Fifth. That the applicant has passed the 
Regents examination, or its equivalent, must 
be proved by the production of a certified 
copy of the Regents certificate filed in the 
office of the clerk of the Court of Appeals, 
as hereinbefore provided. 

Sixth. When it satisfactorily appears that 
any diploma, affidavit, or certificate, required 
to be produced has been lost, or destroyed, 
without the fault of the applicant, or has 
been unjustly refused or withheld, or by the 
death or absence of the person or officer 
who should have made it, can not be ob- 
tained, the Board of Law Examiners may 
accept such other proof of the requisite facts 
as they shall deem sufficient. 

Seventh. A law student whose clerkship, 
or attendance at a law school, has already 
begun, as shown by the records of the Court 
of Appeals, or of any incorporated law 
school, or law school established in connec- 
tion with any college or university, may, at 
his option, file or produce, instead of the 
proofs required by these rules, those required 
by the Rules of the Court of Appeals in 
force June 1, 1908. 

Eighth. The provisions of subdivision 
four of this rule so far as applicable shall 
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apply to persons making proof of the time 
of study allowed at summer sessions of a 
law school. (As amended May 18, 1917) 


RULE VIII 

Regulations concerning examination. 
The examination held by such State Board 
of Examiners may be conducted by oral or 
written questions and answers, or partly 
oral and partly written, but shall be as nearly 
uniform in the knowledge and Capacity 
which they shall require, as is reasonably 
possible. Every applicant shall be given 
and required to pass a satisfactory examina- 
tion in the canons of ethics adopted by the 
American Bar Association and by the New 
York State Bar Association. An applicant 
who has failed to Pass one examination can - 
not again be -examined, until at least four 
months after such failure. 

The State Board of Law Examiners shall 
be paid as compensation, each, the sum of 
three thousand - five hundred dollars per 
year, and, in addition, such further sum as 
the court may direct, and an annual sum not 
exceeding nine thousand dollars per year 
shall be allowed for necessary disburse- 
ments of the Board. Every applicant for 
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examination shall pay to the examiners 
a fee of twenty-five dollars which shall be 
applied upon the compensation and allow- 
ance above provided, and any surplus there- 
after remaining shall be held by the treas- 
urer of the State Board of Law Exam- 
iners and deposited in some bank, in good 
standing, in the city of Albany to his credit 
and subject to his draft as such treasurer, 
when approved by the Chief Judge. (As 
amended May 15, 1917, April 21, 1921 and 
April 28, 1922) 
RULE IX 

Relief from excusable mistakes. When 
the filing of a certificate, as required by 
these rules, has been omitted by excusable 
mistake, or without fault, the court may 
order such filing as of the proper date. 


RULE X 

Additional rules by the Appellate 
Division. The justices of the Appellate 
Division in each department may adopt for 
their several and respective departments such 
additional special rules for ascertaining the 
moral and general fitness of applicants as to 
such justices may seem proper. 

These rules shall take effect on July 1, 
1911. 
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Admission to the Bar 


No person is admitted to practise as an 
attorney or counselor at law in any court of 
record of the State except upon the order 
of the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court admitting him to the bar and licens- 
ing him to practise upon compliance with the 
rules of the Court of Appeals. 

Preliminary education. The law stu- 
dent who began the study of law prior to 
June 1, 1908 and who failed to qualify 
prior to July 1, 1911, under the rules in force 
when he began his study of law, must qualify 
under the present requirement. By the rul- 
ing of the Court of Appeals an examination 
in what are called the set subjects must 
cover all the subjects, namely, English — 
three years; mathematics —algebra and 
geometry; Latin second year: science — 
physics; history — American history and 
modern history; there can be no equivalent 
or substitute for any of them, and if a 
student passes in, say, four out of the five 
set subjects he must perforce pass in other 
subjects to aggregate 72 counts as provided 
by the Regents rules in order to become 
entitled to a law student certificate. The law 
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student certificate issued on the set subjects 
is not to be construed, or considered, or 
called a 45 count certificate and counts in 
the manner used by the Regents are not to 
be applied thereto when the examinations 
in the set subjects in their entirety are taken, 
or passed, or a law student certificate is 
issued thereon. 


Law student certificate. The law stu- 
dent certificate, official evidence of the ful- 
filment of the preliminary requirements for 
beginning the study of law, may be acquired 
in any one of the following ways: 

1 By presenting evidence, upon forms fur- 
nished by the Department, of the successful 
completion of four years’ work with gradu- 
ation in a secondary school approved by The 
University of the State of New York. 

2 By earning an academic or college en- 
trance diploma on Regents examinations in 
the schools. * 

3 By presenting evidence of the success- 
ful completion of one full year’s work in an 
approved college or university, in addition 
to meeting in full the requirements for ma- ~ 
triculation as a regular student therein. 
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4 By presenting evidence of the success- 
ful completion of the work in a foreign 
country equivalent to the completion of a 
four-year course in an approved New York 
State secondary school and passing the 
Regents examination in English for for- 
eigners. 


5 By presenting froma professional school 
evidence of the completion of work recog- 
1ized as the equivalent of one or more years 
of work in an approved secondary school to- 
gether with additional credits in either a 
secondary school approved by The Univer- 
sity of the State of New York or in Regents 
examinations passed at 75 per cent sufficient 
to make the full equivalent of a four-year 
course in an approved secondary school. 
Under this head allowance is made for grad- 
uation from registered schools of theology, 
medicine, dentistry, pharmacy and_veter- 
inary medicine. 

6 By presenting evidence of the comple- 
tion of at least one full year of work in a 
secondary school approved by The Univer- 
sity of the State of New York supplemented 
by Regents examinations passed at 75 per 
cent sufficient to equal in the aggregate the 
completion of a four-year course in an ap- 
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proved New York State secondary school. 
The applicant will be advised what subjects 
he must take on application. 


17 By passing within six successive years 
Regents examinations aggregating 72 counts, 
with a rating of at least 75 per cent in each 
subject, as follows: (a) required, 56 counts ; 
English three years, 12 counts; English 
fourth year, 4 counts; second year foreign 
language, 10 counts; elementary algebra, 5 
counts; plane geometry, 5 counts; two of 
the three sciences, physics, chemistry, biol- 
ogy, 10 counts; American history, 5 counts; 
modern history 1 or modern history 2 or 
social science (civics and economics), 5 
counts. 

(b) Electives, 16 counts: 

A second year foreign language, namely, 
Latin, second year, Greek second year, 
French second year, German second year, 
Spanish second year or Italian second year, 
10 counts; physics, 5 counts; chemistry, 5 
counts; biology, 5 counts; physical geog- 
raphy, 5 counts; intermediate algebra, 2 
counts; advanced algebra, 3 counts; solid 
geometry, 2 counts; plane trigonometry, 2

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counts; modern history 1, 5 counts; modern 
history 2, 5 counts; civics, 2!%4 counts; eco- 
nomics, 24% counts; commercial arithmetic, 
5 counts; bookkeeping 1, 5 counts; book- 
keeping, 2, 5 counts; shorthand, 100-word 
test, 10 counts; elementary representation, 
2 counts; intermediate drawing, 2 counts ; 
elementary mechanical drawing, 2 counts. 

The President of the University may, un- 
der extraordinary conditions, in his discre- 
tion, waive the time limit within which the 
certificate may be earned. 

The requirement must be fully met by 
some one of the seven foregoing methods; 
different means of securing credit may not 
be combined, except as explained above. 

Special examination in English. All 
applicants for a law student certificate upon 
credentials from foreign countries other than 
those in which English is the language of 
the people, all or a part of which are earned 
or issued in such foreign countries, must 
pass a special examination in English. No 
counts are granted in the special English ex- 
amination. 

Approved secondary course. Four 
years of secondary work based on eight 


¢ 
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years of elementary or the equivalent are 
required for the registration of secondary 
schools whose certificates are to be accepted 
in lieu of examinations. An approved sec- 
ondary course requires at least four sub- 
jects, 38 weeks a year, 18 periods a week, 
45 minutes a period, with satisfactory stand- 
ing. Institutions are registered in full or 
in part as they offer one or more years’ 
work equivalent to that presented in the fol- 
lowing outline. The maximum allowance 
in lieu of examinations that can be accorded 
to a certificate for the successful comple- 
tion of a full year’s work in a registered 
secondary school is 18 counts.

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Rules of the New York State Board of 
Law Examiners 


RULE I 

Each applicant for examination must file 
with the secretary of the board, at least 
fifteen days before the day appointed for 
holding the examination at which he intends 
to apply, the preliminary proofs required by 
the “ Rules of the Court of Appeals for the 
admission of attorneys and counselors at 
law,” from which it must appear affirma- 
tively and specifically that all the prelim- 
inary conditions prescribed by said rules 
have been fulfilled, and also proof of the 
residence of the applicant for six months 
prior to the date of the said examination, 
giving place, with street and number, if 
any, which must be made by his own affi- 
davit. Said affidavit must also state that 
such residence is actual and not construc- 
tive. The board in its discretion may order 
additional proofs of residence to be filed, 
and may require an applicant to appear in 
person before it, or some member thereof, 
and be examined concerning his qualifica- 
tions to be admitted to the examinations. 
The examination fee of $25 must be paid 
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to the treasurer at the time the application 
for examination is filed. 


To entitle an applicant to a reexamination, 
he must notify the secretary by mail of his 
desire therefor, at least fifteen days before 
the examination at which he intends to ap- 
pear and file with him, at the same time, his 
own affidavit stating that he is and has been 
for the six months prior to such examination 
an actual and not constructive resident of 
this State, giving the place of such residence, 
and street and number, if any, and that he 
has not been examined for admission to 
practise and been refused admission within 
four months of the examination at which 
he intends to apply. 


RULE II 


Each applicant must be a citizen of the 
State, of full age; he may be examined in 
any department, whether a resident thereof 
or not, but the fact of his having passed the 
examination will be certified to the Appellate . 
Division of the judicial department in which 
he has resided for the six months prior to 
his examination. He must, however, entitle 
his papers in the department in which he 
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resides, and must appear for examination 
in the department in which he entitles his 
papers, unless permission of the board other- 
wise be granted, at least fifteen days before 
the day appointed for holding the examina- 
tion. .

In applying the provisions of Rules III 
and VII of the “ Rules of the Court of Ap- 
peals for the admission of attorneys and 
counselors at law,” the board will require 
proof that the college or university of which 
an applicant claims to be a graduate, main- 
tains a satisfactory standard in respect to 
the course of studies completed by him. 
In case the college or university is registered 
with the Board of Regents of the State of 
New York as maintaining such standard, 
the applicant must submit to the board, 
with his diploma or certificate of graduation, 
the certificate of the said Board of Regents 
to that effect, which will be accepted by 
this board as prima facie evidence of the 
fact. Such certificate need not be filed in 
cases where the Board of Regents, by a 
general certificate, has certified to this board 
that the said college or university maintains 
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a satisfactory college standard leading to the 
degree with which the applicant graduated. 
In all other cases the applicant must submit 
with his diploma or certificate of graduation 
satisfactory proof of the course of study 
completed by him and of the character of 
the college or university of which he claims 
to be a graduate. 
BRULEE LV 


The papers filed by each applicant must 
be attached together, and there must be 
indorsed upon them the name and residence 
of the applicant. The papers must be 
entitled, “In the matter of the application 
oie for admission to: the bar.” 
Each applicant must state the beginning 
and the end of each term spent in a law 
school, his age when he began his attendance 
upon the law school, as well as the begin- 
ning and the end of each vacation that he 
has had. 

RULE V 

An applicant who has been admitted to 
the bar as an attorney in another state or 
country, and who has remained therein as 
a practising attorney for the period of three 
years, may prove the latter fact by his own 
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affidavit, and must present also a certificate 
from a judge of the court in which he was 
admitted, or from a county judge in said 
state, certifying that the applicant had re- 
mained in said state or country as a prac- 
tising attorney for said period of three 
years, after he had been admitted as an at- 
torney therein. The signature of the judge 
must be certified to by the clerk of the court 
or by the county clerk under the seal of the 


court. 
RULE VI 


The Board will divide the subjects of 
examination into two groups as follows: 
Group One, Pleading and Practice and Evi- 
dence; Group Two, Substantive Law, viz., 
Real Property, Contracts, Partnership, 
Negotiable Paper, Principal and Agent, 
Principal and Surety, Insurance, Conflict of 
Laws, Carriers and Public Utilities, Sales, 
Criminal Law, Torts, Wills and Adminis- 
tration, Equity, Trusts, Corporations, in- 
cluding Municipal Corporations, Domestic 
Relations, The Canons of Ethics and the 
Constitutions of New York State and of 
the United States. The examinations will 
be held three times each year on two con- 
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“secutive days, on dates as announced. The 
first day’s examination will be im Group 
Two, Substantive Law and the Canons of 
Ethics, 21 questions, with a time limit of 
seven hours, divided into a morning session 
and an afternoon session. The second day's 
examination will be in Group One, Plead- 
ing, Practice and Evidence, containing 18 
questions with a time limit of five hours. 
In marking, due consideration will be given 
to the reasoning of the answers. Each ap- 
plicant will be required to obtain the 
requisite standard in both groups and on his 
entire paper to entitte him to a certificate 
from the Board. If he obtains the required 
standard in either group and not on his 
entire paper he will receive a pass card for 
the group which he passes and will not be 
required to be reexamined therein. He will 
be reexamined in the group in which he 
failed or on the entire paper if he failed in 
both groups, at any subsequent examination 
for which he is eligible, four months there- 
after, and for which he gives notice as 
required by these rules. 
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Rules of Civil Practice 





RULE I 
(In effect October 1, 1921) 
APPLICATIONS FOR ADMISSION AS ATTORNEYS 


Within the first ten days of each year 
the Appellate Division in each department 
shall name a committee of not less than 
three practising lawyers for each judicial 
district within its department, which com- 
mittee shall investigate the character and 
fitness of every applicant for admission to 
the bar. Each of such committees shall 
continue until its successor is appointed, and 
all applications for admission to the bar 
of persons residing within a district shall 
be referred to the committee for such dis- 
trict. Unless otherwise ordered by the 
court, no person shall be admitted to the 
bar without a certificate from the proper 
committee that it has carefully investigated 
the character and fitness of the applicant 
and that, in such respects, he is entitled 
to admission. Such committee shall have 
power to prescribe a form of written state- 
ment of the applicant’s experience, from 
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which the committee may pass on his moral 
and general fitness. If such applicant has 
before applied for admission to the bar in 
this or any other state, the applicant shall 
set forth the same with the particulars 
thereof. If his application has been re- 
jected or disapproved by the committee on 
character of an Appellate Division, he shall 
obtain the consent of that Appellate Divi- 
sion to the renewal of his application in 
any other department. No person shall 
receive a certificate from any such com- 
mittee who does not satisfy the committee 
that he believes in the form of, and is loyal 
to, the government of the United States. 

Each applicant for admission must pre- 
sent to the court where he shall apply for 
admission proof that he has complied with 
the rules of the Court of Appeals relating 
to admission to the bar. No person shall 
be admitted until he has proven that he is 
a citizen of the United States and an ac- 
tual resident of the State of New York for 
six months prior to the making of the ap- 
plication. He shall specify the place of 
his residence by street and number, if such 
there be, and the length of time he has been 
such resident. 
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The clerk of the Appellate Division must 
file in his office all the papers presented and 


acted on by the court on each application 
for admission. 
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Registration of Law Schools, or of Col- 
leges and Universities 


The registration of schools of law or of 
colleges and universities lies entirely within 
the jurisdiction of the Regents and the 
State Board of Law Examiners agrees to 
recognize the credentials of no school of 
law, college or university not registered by 
the Regents as maintaining their require- 
ments and the requirements of the rules of 
the Court of Appeals regulating admission 
to the bar in this State taking effect July 1, 
1911. 


Colleges and universities. Colleges and 
universities are registered by the Regents as 
meeting the requirements of the Court of 
Appeals on formal application only and a 
form in duplicate will be mailed to the 
president on application to the Assistant 
Commissioner and Director of Professional 
Education. If it appears that the institu- 
tion maintains approved standards of equip- 
ment and instruction and possesses resources 
at least equivalent to those prescribed by the 
laws of this State, the college or university 
will be recommended to the Regents for 
registration under section 403 of the Regents 
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Rules. Admission to or continuance on the 
roll of registration depends upon the fur- 
nishing of all the information requested and 
the meeting of the expense of such in- 
spection as the Commissioner of Education 
deems advisable. 

Institutions without the United States and 
Canada are not recommended to the Regents 
for registration. The detailed record of each 
applicant is essential to determine what 
recognition is to be accorded the degrees or 
licenses from the institutions or examining 
bodies of Europe and other countries.

Registration of law schools. Any in- 
corporated law school or a law school con- 
nected with an incorporated college or uni- 
versity having a law department organized - 
with competent instructors and professors is 
registered as meeting the requirements of the 
Court of Appeals on formal application only 
and a form in duplicate will be mailed to the 
dean on application to the Assistant Com- 
missioner and Director of Professional Edu- 
cation. If it appears that the school requires 
good and regular attendance upon and the 
successful completion of the prescribed 
course of instruction; that the school year 
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consists of not less than 32 school weeks, ex- 
clusive of vacations, in which not less than 
ten hours of attendance upon law lectures 
and recitations are required in each week; 
that the law lectures or recitations of such 
prescribed course are given or conducted by 
regular members of the faculty, the school 
.may be recommended to the Regents for the 
registration of one or more years as it re- 
quires one or more years of attendance under 
the rules. 

Law schools unable to meet these stand- 
ards in full may be accredited by the De- 
partment for one or more years of law study 
as they meet the requirements for admission 
and for professional training required by the 
rules of the Court and of the Regents. 


Comity of action in the transfer of stu- 
dents from one professional school to an- 
other. The Department does not con- 
sider a course in a law school satisfactory 
within the meaning of the Court’s rule if 
more than two conditions, one major of 100 
hours and one minor of 50 hours, are allowed 
students for promotion from one year’s class 
to the next.

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Synopsis 


This study is made for those who would 
see at a glance the requirements for admis- 
sion to the bar throughout the United States. 
In it we have followed four distinct lines of 
statutory and legal requirements: (1) pre- 
liminary education, (2) professional train- 
ing, (3) licensing test, (4) registry. These 
four items with (5) the name, title and ad- 
dress of the person with whom to correspond 
for further information, are given uniformly 
in the synopsis. If there is no statutory or 
legal requirements for any one of these 
items, the word “none” covers it.
